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question  in  order  to  obtain  Totes  to-nigbt,  it  would  be  better  that 
ten  Ministries  should  be  defeated  and  uat  the  House  of  Commons 
should  be  ten  times  dissolved  than  that  such  a  stain  should  be  cast 
on  the  Oovemment  of  this  country.  -  And  when  I  say  that  it  is 
better  that  ten  Ministries  should  be  defeated,  and  the  House  of 
Commons  ten  times  dissolved,  that  is  a  consequence  that  would  not 
be  avoided ;  on  the  contrary,  it  is  a  consequence  that  would  be 
brought  on,  if  any  Government  in  this  country  were  to  act  in  so 
profli^te  a  manner,  because  it  is  not  to  be  supposed  that  this  is  a 
(question  in  which  one  part  only  of  the  United  Kingdom  is  interested. 
Galway  contracts  might  spring  up  in  other  parts  of  the  kingdom, 
and  if  any  ten  or  twenty  gentlemen  in  the  divided  state  of  the 
House,  or  of  the  great  parties  which  are  represented  here,  found 
that  they  had  defeated  one  Ministry  by  this  means,  the  new  Ministry 
would  soon  experience  a  similar  attempt  to  make  them  stoop  to  this 
degradation ;  they  in  their  turn  would  be  defeated,  and  would  be 
obliged  to  resort  to  a  dissolution. 

Thoroughly  agreeing  as  to  the  baseness  of  any  com¬ 
promise  to  buy  otF  the  hostility  of  members  espousing 
the  cause  of  the  company,  and,  at  the  cost  of  the 
nation,  to  obtain  their  votes  on  a  question  involving 
the  existence  of  the  Ministry,  we  must  yet  ask  what 
is  to  be  said  then  of  the  character  of  the  original 
transaction  ?  If  the  Government  had  been  capable  of 
stooping  to  a  compromise,  it  would  only  have  followed 
out  the  line  of  conduct  of  the  preening  Ministry, 
which  consented  to  the  contract— for  a  consideration. 
The  subsidy  of  70,000/.  a-year  was  granted  notoriously 
not  with  any  view  to  postal  advantages,  indeed  the 
department  most  competent  to  judge  of  that  point 
disapproved  of  the  scheme, — the  money  was  given  to 
buy  favour  in  Ireland,  and  to  procure  the  very  votes  which 
Father  Daly  intimated  would  be  turned  against  the  present 
Government  if  it  persisted  in  annulling  the  broken  contract. 
Now  if  this  sort  of  thing  is  to  be  done  at  all,  would  it  not 
be  better  to  have  it  done  in  a  more  simple  and  direct  way  ? 
Half  the  money,  or  even  less,  addres^  straight  to  the 
pockets  concerned,  would  have  answered  the  same  purpose. 
This  was  Walpole’s  method.  But  see  what  consequences 
might  be  involved  in  the  roundabout  contrivance  and  false 
pretences  of  the  Packet  Company.  One  of  the  vessels 
intended  to  cross  the  Atlantic  was  so  weak  as  to  have 
proved  unequal  to  the  short  passage  from  Southampton  to 
Galway,  and  has  been  accordingly  condemned  as  unsea¬ 
worthy.  If  she  had  been  placed  on  the  station,  and  had 
foundered  at  sea  on  her  way  to  America,  some  hundred  and 
fifty  lives  or  more  would  have  made  part  of  the  costly 
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If  I  Biigbt  gire  a  thort  hint  to  an  impartial  writer  it  would  be  to  tell  him  hii  fate. 
If  he  rceolved  to  renture  upon  the  danntroiu  precipice  of  telling  nnbiatied 
truth  let  him  proclaim  war  with  mankind— neither  to  gire  nor  to  take  quarter. 
If  ke  telle  the  crimes  of  great  men  they  fall  upon  him  with  the  iron  hande  of 
Ae  law :  if  he  tells  them  of  rirtues,  when  they  hare  any,  then  the  mob  attacks 
kim  with  slander.  But  if  he  regards  truth,  let  him  expect  martyrdom  on  both 
aides,  and  tbaa  bo  may  go  on  fearless ;  and  this  is  the  course  1  take  myself.— 
Ds  Pox. 


creditable  look  to  their  clutching  it  when,  by  their  own 
showing,  the  surrender  cannot  be  prudently  afforded. 
Settle  the  matter  one  way  or  the  other  consistently.  Rule 
that  there  is  no  surplus  and  that  the  Budget  is  all  a  mis¬ 
take,  and  in  that  case  hold  on  all,  let  there  be  not  a  stiver 
of  the  revenue  abandoned.  Agree  that  there  is  a  surplus, 
and  the  House  of  Commons  is  bound  in  consistency  to  give 
the  first  preference  to  the  abolition  of  the  paper  duty, 
and  had  the  sum  to  spare  been  a  million  less  than  it  is  the 
paper  duty  should  be  taken  off  rather  than  the  penny  in 
the  pound  on  the  income-tax,  so '  committed  is  the  House 
to  this  step  by  its  repeated  votes.  Were  it  otherwise  in¬ 
deed,  were  the  financial  field  all  clear  of  pre-engagements, 
we  do  not  think  that  paper  would  be  allowed  to  have  the 
first  claim  to  emancipation  from  the  gripe  of  the  excise. 
In  that  case  considering  the  state  of  opinion,  and  the  pro¬ 
spects  of  the  country  as  r^ards  foreign  affairs,  we  think 
the  judgment  would  be  to  postpone  the  abolition  of  the 
paper  duty  for  a  year  or  two.  But  having  to  do  not  with 
things  as  they  might,  should,  or  could  be,  but  with  things 
as  they  are,  it  is  peremptorily  incumbent  on  the  Commons 
to  carry  its  resolutions  into  effect  now  that  it  has  the 
means  and  the  opportunity.

moreover,  following  up  the  doctrine  of  the  late  Sir  £.  Peel,  it  might 
verv  juetlv  be  argued  that  increased  consumption  would  be  the  result

There  is  some  plausibility,  it  must  be  confessed,  in  this 
argument,  but  to  have  given  force  to  it  the  Opposition 
should  not  have  proposed  doing  things  by  halves,  making 
two  bites  of  a  cherry.  The  reduction  of  the  tea  duty  moved 
by  Mr  Horsfall  would  not  have  lowered  the  price  to  the 
poor  consumer  so  as  to  have  materially  increas^  consump¬ 
tion.  But  if  the  Conservative  party  denying  the  existence 
of  a  surplus  safely  to  be  relied  on,  had  opposed  both  the 
icduotion  of  the  income-tax  and  the  abolition  of  the  paper 
duty  in  present  circumstances,  proposing  in  lieu  of  those 
measures  a  reduction  of  the  tea  duty  to  ninepence,  which 
would  have  lowered  the  price  of  tea  by  eightpence  in  the 
pound,  and  the  poor  man’s  ounce  by  a  halfpenny,  there  would 
at  least  have  been  a  plausible  case  for  the  country,  and  rea¬ 
sonable  ground  for  the  ex^tation  of  an  increased  con¬ 
sumption  reimbursing  the  Exchequer.  But  in  accepting 
the  reduotion  of  the  income-tax  the  Opposition  really  cut 
away  the  ground  upon  which  the  ailment  for  the  reduc- 


Company.  Timed  as  the  question  was,  it  seemed  to  say, 
”  How  are  we  (Irish  members)  to  vote  ”  ?  For  it  had 
been  plainly  enough  intimated  that  certain  Irish  members 
thought  not  inconsistent  with  their  duty  to  make  the 
subsidy  of  70,000/.  a-year  to  the  Galway  Company  a  con¬ 
dition  of  their  support  of  the  Government  upon  the  ques¬ 
tion  of  the  paper  duty.  Before  the  debate  Lord  Palmerston 
confined  his  answer  to  Mr  Lanij^n’s  inquiry  to  a  statement 
that  the  last  communication  of  the  Company  had  not  yet 
been  taken  into  consideration,  but  that  open  competition 
would  be  the  only  principle  on  which  the  Government 
would  countenance  the  establishment  of  a  new  line  of 
packets  to  America.  The  intimation  was  thus  adverse  to 
the  hopes  of  a  subsidy.  His  lordship  after  the  division 


the  same  amount  as  the  duty  that  was  imposed  during  the 
war  with  Russia,  which  he  perfectly  well  knows  is  not  the 
case.  Like  Sir  John  Bamsden,  he  contended  that  the  re¬ 
duction  of  the  tea  duty  would  increase  consumption  so 
largely  as  to  retrieve  any  temporary  loss  to  the  revmiue,  an 
effect  which  we  believe  could  fairly  be  reckoned  on  from  a 
large  reduction,  such  as  a  half,  but  not  from  the  small  one 
which  had  his  advocacy  upou  Mr  Horsfall’s  motion,  and 
the  larger  and  more  effective  reduction  he  had  rendered 
impossible  when  he  accepted  the  reduction  of  the  Income 
Tax.  He  now  says  that  if  the  whole  surplus  had  been 
devoted  to  the  remission  of  the  Income  Tax,  it  would  have 
been  a  wiser  arrangement  than  the  one  under  considera¬ 
tion  ;  and  in  short  the  argument  comes  to  this,  that  any¬ 
thing  is  better  than  the  abolition  of  the  paper  duty. 

Mr  Monsell,  inspired  perhaps  by  Father  Daly,  has 
mado  the  discovery  that  the  interference  of  the  Excise  is 
no  detriment  to  the  paper  manufacture,  and  that  the  only 
reason  why  paper  is  cheaper  abroad  than  here  is  that  the 
price  of  rags  is  lower.  But  is  paper  cheaper  abroad,  and 
if  so,  how  is  it  that  we  compete  successfully  with  the  conti¬ 
nental  makers  in  the  American  and  other  markets  ?  The 
fact  is  that  the  paper  in  use  abroad  is  lighter,  and  therefore 
lower  priced,  and  the  quality  is  inferior.  If  the  same 
slight  sleazy  stuff  were  used  hero  we  believe  it  could  -be 
had  as  cheap. 

A  very  trite  objection  to  every  change  is  that  once  done 
the  thing  cannot  be  undone.  We  have  often  combated 
this  objection,  contending  that  error  is  always  retrievable, 
that  if  the  Legislature  has  done  wrong  it  can  always  upon 
discovery  correct  its  mistake,  and  that  the  things  once 
abandoned  to  which  return  is  impossible  are  things  justly 
condemned,  and  which  never  can  be  restored,  simply 
because  they  never  should  be  restored,  like  an  executed 
criminal.  This  point  was  put  with  great  neatness  by  Lord 
John  Russell : 

It  is  Mid,  in  the  first  instance,  this  is  a  tax  which  does  not  weigh 
on  the  people  at  all ;  and  it  is  said,  in  the  next,  that  if  we  repeal 
this  duty  we  shall  never  be  able  to  re-impose  it.  I  should  mj  that 
one  or  the  other  muat  be  true.  If  the  tax  is  no  burden  on  the  people, 
the  Chanoellor  of  the  Exchequer  will  be  able  at  any  foture  time  to 
My,  The  State  ia  in  want  of  money ;  the  navy  must  be  increased  to 
meet  the  oontingenoy  of  war,  but  here  ia  a  tax  which  is  no  burden 
on  the  people,  and  therefore  we  proMae  to  lay  on  per  pouud  on 
paper ; "  and  to  that  the  House  of  Commons  will  universally  nMfnt. 
Or  I  can  understand  a  person  Mying,  **  This  is  a  tax  which  does  so 
affiict  the  industry  of  the  people,  and  the  abolitioD  of  it  hM  given  so 
much  employment,  that  it  ia  impoMible  to  ask  the  Houm  of  Commons 
to  re-impose  it.”  But  then  the  other  ground  must  be  abandoned,  and 


was  more  explicit.  Colonel  French  having  indignantly 
adverted  to  a  statement  that  a  deputation  of  Irish  members 
had  applied  for  an  interview  on  the  subject  of  the  Galway 
Contract  on  the  day  fixed  for  the  debate  on  the  Budget, 
Lord  Palmerston  explained  that  Father  Daly  had  called 
upon  him  on  Saturday,  and  urged  him  to  reverse  the  de¬ 
cision  on  the  contract ;  that  he.  Lord  Palmerston,  had 
declined  to  enter  into  any  discussion  with  Father  Daly, 
whom  he  thought  unauthorised  to  interfere  in  the  matter, 
which  must  be  discussed  publicly  in  Parliament;  that 
Mr  Daly  then  asked  him  whether  he  would  receive  a 
deputation  of  Irish  members  on  Monday,  to  which  his 
lordship  replied  that  he  did  not  see  what  Irish  members 
had  to  do  with  the  question  except  in  their  places  in  the 
House.  Father  Daly  then  began  to  speak  out,  and  said 
the  Irish  members  must  take  some  action  on  the  subject. 
“  Yes,”  replied  the  Minister,  on  the  discussion.” 
“  Well,”  rejoined  the  Father,  “  that  won’t  exactly  do ;  ” 
and  after  again  urging  the  reception  of  a  deputation  on  the 
day  of  the  Budget  debate,  the  Priest  ended  with  the 
declaration  that  the  action  of  the  Irish  members  on  the 
subject  of  tho  Galw'ay  Contract  would  be  taken  on  the 
question  of  tho  paper  duty.  Upon  this  threat  Lord  Pal¬ 
merston  said  he  understood  what  was  meant,  and  declined 
the  interview’.  Every  one  knows  what  to  think  of  this, 
except,  perhaps,  the  Irish  members  concerned.  Tho  un¬ 
scrupulous  priestly  go-between  will,  however,  no  doubt 
be  repudiate ;  but  wo  have  not  a  doubt  that  if  be  bad 
had  to  do  with  a  Minister  capable  of  the  dishonourable 
transaction  he  was  endeavouxitig  to  compass,  and  who  had 
consented  to  receive  a  deputation,  the  deputation  would 
have  been  forthcoming. 

Referring  to  the  current  report  of  a  compromise  in  this 
matter.  Lord  John  Russell  spoke  writh  great  spirit : —

popularity.  And  at  the  next  general  election  the  Conser¬ 
vatives  would  have  been  enabl^  to  present  themselves  on 
the  hustings  as  the  proved  poor  man’s  friends,  who  had 
preferred  his  comforts  to  their  owm  interests,  and  voted  for 
keeping  a  tax  on  their  own  shoulders  in  all  its  weight,  in 
order  to  lighten  one  on  bis.  But  so  it  was  not.  The  re¬ 
duction  of  income-tax  was  eagerly  accepted,  and  no  room 
left  for  any  reduction  of  the  tea  duty  that  would  benefit 
the  poor,  and  in  the  same  proportion  enlarge  consumption 
•nd  fetch  up  the  loss  to  the  revenue. 

And  independently  of  the  question  of  the  tea  duty,  the 
acceptance  of  the  reduction  of  income-tax  is  utterly  un¬ 
justifiable  on  the  part  of  Statesmen  who  regard  the  surplus 
as  based  on  the  hopes  only,  and  who  contemplate  calami¬ 
tous  events  all  over  the  world  that  must  cause  a  fearful 
damage  to  trade  and  industry,  and  proportionate  falling  off 
in  the  revenue.  If,  as  Sir  J.  Ramsden  says,  the  Budget 
was  made  for  fine  weather,  and  must  be  re-adjusted  to  the 
gathering  storm ;  and  if,  as  Sir  Robert  Feel  assures  us, 
everything  is  everywhere  muning  counter  to  our  interests 
rSvHijru  Enmoir.]

iome  ^Mppointment  has  been  expressed  at  the  division, 
but  a  wuc^  better  was  hardly  to  be  expected  in  the  state 
of  parties,  and  father  Paly  haa  undoubtedly  told  for  much 
in  the  numbers.  Bating  the  vindicators  of  the  Qalway 
job  at  a  score,  we  regard  the  moral  example  and  effect  of 
Sir  B.  Bulwer  Lytton’s  vote  in  the  majority  as  more  than 
a  set-oflf.  He  does  not  give  up  to  partv  wgrthiug  due  to 
honour  aud  the  public  good.

At  the  thinking  and  industrious  people  of  this  country 
wait  toT  the  first  tidings  of  collisioB  between  Unionists  and 
Separatists  in  Amerioa,  one  feeling  predominates  above  all 
othcra^that  of  unaffected  uonow  at  the  likelihood  of  kins- 
Tuen  ombruing  their  bands  in  one  another’s  blood.

**  founded  by  gentlemen/’  as  lamenting  that  the  far-famed 
sh%>  which  hose  the  Pilgrim  Fathers  to  the  shores  of  New 
England  had  not  founded  at  sea,  and  as  sighing  for  some 
sprig  of  European  Royalty  round  which  they  might  rally 
for  the  perpetuation  of  their  peculiar  ^'doraestio  insti- 
**  tutioDS.”  On  the  other  hand,  as  the  furrow  of  the  schism 
deepens  and  lengthens,  we  have  mild  and  moderate  men

AttiR  more  signiffeant  and  paiiiiul  ^mptom  of  the  rapid 
grou^  of  iuteraeeina  impulses  and  passions  is  that 
atfofdqd  by  the  raoent  reply  of  the  Cfevemor  of  Massechu- 
setta  la  the  Ganeoal  commanding  the  fereet  of  that  l^te  in 
Biri  it  is  anough  to  note  the  uniform  testimony 
which  daily-  seachea  us  pf  the  enthusiasm  and  seal  with 
which  mynsds  of  both  young  and  old  men  hasten  to  join 
thg  ranks  of  oivil  oonfliot 
it  is  utterly  impossible  fer  any  right-thinking  muu  to 
look  on  such  a  spectacle  with  supercilious  indi^rence  or 
speak  of  h  witk  any  kind  of  satisfaction.  Bad  nien  and 
mad  men  Riere  are,  we  are  sorry  to  say,  amongst  us, 
who  ^t  merely  do  so  in  private,  but  who  are  not  ariiamed 
even  in  pubHo  to  give  vent  to  a  selfish  and  sinister  glee  at 
what  they  stupidly  mistake  for  the  break  down  pf  popular 
government  on  the  other  side  of  the  Atlantic.  Before  a 
campaign  has  been  begun  or  a  battle  fought,  these  birds  of 
ill  omen  raise  their  exoltant  cry,  not  merely  over  the  heca¬ 
tombs  of  oivil  war  which  they  anticipate,  but  over  the 
ruin  of  that  vast  home  of  republican  liberty,  which  has 
alwavt  been  to  them  a  cause  of  spite  and  spleen.

and  mercantile  marine  (after  ours)  in  the  world;  and 
would  still  be  able  to  boast  with  truth  and  justice  that  the 
foundations  of  freedom  laid  by  Washington,  Adams,  Jeffler- 
son,  and  Franklin  had  remained  unshaken  by  the  madness 
of  a  comparatively  small  and  specifically  inferior  section  of 
the  community.  For  our  own  parts  we  utterly  distrust 
the  vaunts  and  vapourings  of  the  South ;  and  we  daily 
look  more  doubtingly  upon  their  boasted  capability  of  sus¬ 
taining  a  protract^  struggle.  But  in  8j)eculation8  as  to 
the  possible  issue  of  the  war  we  are  not  disposed  to  indulge. 
We  are  content  to  reiterate  our  unmingled  sorrow  at  its 
occurrence,  and  our  profound  conviction  that  after  the  dark 
wave  of  adversity  has  swept  over  America  her  self-reliant 
spirit  will  be  found  uncrushed,  her  love  of  liberty  un¬ 
changed,  and  her  fidelity  to  the  flag  of  peaceful  progress 
undiminished. 


THE  SETTLEMENT  OF  HOLSTEIN. 

There  is  hope  that  we  may  soon  hear  the  end,  for  q 
few  y^an#  of  the  Danish  German  Holstein  quarrel.  Qn 
the  pfurt  U  Denmark,  there  has  hitherto  t^en  a  readiness 
fo  concede  eyerything  short  of  ap  abandonment  of  that 
constitutional  unipp  and  equality  between  Denmar]K  and 
Holstein  which  Germany  required  in  1852,  and  which 
was  reasonable  that  the  Danifh  Government  ifoelf,  acting 
with  regard  only  to  its  owp  interest,  should  labour  to 
secure.  But  all  such  efforts  were  unsuccessful.  The  for- 
pialities  precedipg  the  long  overdue  Federal  executipp  are, 
indeed,  wisely  delayed  at  Frankfort  and  Rerlip,  but  still 
I'ederal  exeputiop,  which  is  in  other  words  invasion  and 
appeal  tp  war,  is  menaced  against  Denmark;  and  that 
brave  little  3tate,  putting  a  bold  front  on  adversity, 
although,  at  the  worst,  war  hardly  would  hp^in  till 
futumn,  is  ready  for  it  now.  But  the  courage  of  the 
Danes  does  not  exceed  their  prudence.  The  result  of 
the  late^  meeting  at  Itzehoe  having  demonstrated  that  Hoi’ 
stein,  while  backed  and  urged  by  Germany  in  every  dif* 
forence  with  Denmark,  never  will  suffer  the  smooth 
wording  of  a  Dauiah  Constitution  in  which  she  takes  part, 
jt  is  now  the  wish  of  the  Danes  to  apeept  the 
thrust  on  thepi :  ^ 

Let  Updf  apd  hopses  bsYe  vhat  lords  wiUy 

lifit  us  be  fiped,  end  our  qvu  puwters  still.' 

Holstein  owes  less  allegiance  to  the  Danish  Crown  than 
to  the  German  Diet,  which  has  no  voice  in  the  manage¬ 
ment  of  other  parts  of  Denmark...  If  that  be  so,  let  Hp1> 
stem  have  jts  own  lords ;  let  the  ^ing  of  Popmark 
retire,  if  he  ipust,  on  bis  old  strict  tiUe  of  Duke  of 
Holsteiu,  and*  ^  Puke  o|  Holstein,  sit  in  a  Diet  which 
may  meddle  with  his  dukedom  if  it  will,  but  epn  no 
longer  pretend  to  any  power  of  establiahing  confrision  in 
his  kipgdopi.  fp  this  sense  M.  Hall,  the  Panish  Foreign 
Minister,  replied  tho  other  day  to  M.  Madvig,  whp 
brought  up  the  patriotic  address  of  the  Danes,  with  seventy- 
one  thousand  signatures  attached  to  it.  **  Govemmept,” 
he  said,  **  is  persuaded  that  it  is  of  urgent  importance  at 
**  once  to  decide  this  long  protracted  quarrel.  But  the  exr 
perience  of  so  many  painful  and  fruitless  efforts  shows 
that  it  cannot  be  decided  otherwise  than  by  according 
“  to  the  Duchy  of  Holstein  a  position  so  far  independent 
'‘that  his  Majesty,  without  suffering  apj  interpositiop  in 
“  the  organization  ahd  aduiinistration  of  those  parts  of  his 
“  kingdom  pot  included  ip  the  German  Confederation,  may 
”  be  ip  a  position  to  1‘ulfll  as  Duke  of  Holstein  any  lawful 
“  commands  of  the  German  Federation,  in  which  Holstein 
“  is  included.”  That  is  the  present  drift  of  negotiation,  by 
which  Schleswig  is  left  out  of  account,  and  the  honesty 
of  the  assertion  made  by  Prussia  to  England  in  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  the  quarrel,  that  of  Schleswig  no  question  now 
arises,  will  be  put  to  the  test.  The  cunning  phrase 
“  Schleawig'Holstcin,”  which  has  been  so  lueful  to  the 
German  propagandists,  will  lose,  if  the  negotiations  prosper, 
nearly  all  its  significance.  Lawful  claims  of  Frankfort 
will  be  met  to  the  utmost  (Holstein  being  the  loser  by 
the  fuller  Germanizing  of  its  Institutions,  since  the 
Danish  Government  is,  in  fact,  ipore  liberal  than  that  of 
any  German  State),  and  henceforth  any  claini  of  Germany 
to  interfere  with  ^hleswig  must  be  put  forth  nakedly, 
and  fall  by  its  own  demerits.  These  are  said  to  be  the 
views  upon  which  the  Danish  diplomatists  now  shape  their 
course,  and  it  is  hard  to  see  .why  they  may  not  cut  their 
political  knot  after  this  fashion.  It  is  q  ooncessiop  of  the 
whole  point  set  forth  by  the  Germans  as  their  Ipwf^ 
matter  of  dispute ;  it  is  at  the  same  time  the  cuttipg  away 
of  a  clog  fropi  thd  foot  of  the  White  Horse  of  tlieNorth, 
that  has  checked  its  own  natural  rate  of  advance.  More¬ 
over^  it  is  f ul  forth  M  Depmark’s  Persistent 


German  interference  with  the  QoV^feaient  of  Denmark 
beyond  bpundf  of  Itiriftein  Is  the  direot  ropd  to  war. 

But  we  fnpsf  not  misiqterpret  this  position  of  affairs. 
In  spite  of  alj  that  Bsrop  Schleinits  may  have  said,  in 
spite  of  the  distinct  disclaimer  made  long  ago  by  Austria 
and  Prusria  fof  all  right  to  extend  Gmrman  Federal  law  to 
Schleswig,  the  concession  by  Denmark  of  the  whole  de¬ 
mand  as  regards  Holstein  is  not  merely  a  straightforward 
proceeding  worthy  of  good  Statesmen,  ft  happeps  aom- 
monly  that  to  meet  crooked  with  honest  policy  is  fo  dig 
for  the  crooked  policy  a  pitfalL  At  the  brink  of  such  a 
pitfall  the  diplomacy  of  Prussia  stands  just  sow.  Hol¬ 
stein  is  only  the  professed  suldect  of  quarrel,  because  it  is 
over  Holstein  only  that  the  Genpan  Federal  rights  legally 
extend.  Ruf  Prussia  does  pot  want  Holitmp  wiUiopt 
Schleswig.  Kiel  is  not  worth  haying  with  &e  Dapea  jp 
Schleswig,  While  wo  write  these  comes  to  us  a  pamphlet, 
published  in  London,  on  ‘  Germany,  Denmark,  ap'd  the 
Scandinavian  Question,’*  writtop  in  German  interests,  and 
what  does  it  say  ? 

The  failure  of  the  means  by  which  it  wm  believed,  in  1852,  that 
a  farther  copfiict  between  Germany  and  Denmark  n^ht  be  obviated* 
ia  now  patent.  It  ia  also  pateot  that  all  parties  alike  sm  a  lou 
bow  to  aolre  this  question,  which  threatens  to  remain  an  open  woui^ 
for  the  North  of  Burope. 

To  form  an  opinion  on  this  point,  ft  is  necessary  to  sharply  |ui4 
clearly  state  the  pith  of  the  question,  and  to  divest  the  subject  matter 
of  its  coTerings. 

That  mbject  matter  is  the  Duchy  qf  Schlfistpig. 

On  the  Danish  side  it  is  alleged  that  Schleswig  is  a  Danish  pro¬ 
vince  ;  that  it  has  never  been  united  to  Holstein ;  that  it  only  became 
governed  in  common  with  Holstein  since  the  creation  of  the  consul¬ 
tative  Estates  in  1834 ;  and  (hat  it  must  he  incorpQiatc4  thp 
Kingdom  of  Denmark. 

On  the  German  side  it  is  asserted  that  Schleswig  is  an  indepeBdent 
Duchy,  which  does  not,  indeed,  form  part  of  the  German  C!oafc4era* 
tion,  but  which  haa  for  centuries  been  politically  united  to  Holstein — 
a  country  belonging  formerly  to  the  German  Empire,  now  to  the 
Confederation,  and  with  which  it  had  all  public  i^ftutioiMi  m 
common,  so  that  Holstein  thereby  baa  a  right  to  a  union  with 
Schleswig.  ^  ' 


Even  as  stated  by  an  advocate  for  the  Owrafuii  Maim, 
how  flreaipy,  and  utterly  uprecogpiaahle  in  ^e  pripti^ 
course  of  politics,  is  the  vague  claim  of  Geyipapy  fo  ^hle§- 
wig  !  A  claim  which  the  writer  proceeds  to  support  with  a 
bewilderment  of  history,  ending  in  the  conclusion  that  the 
political  troubles  of  Denmark  are  to  be  settled  by  the  King^s 
bequest  at  his  death  of  what  is  Scapdipaviap  (p  Sweden 
and  Norway,  and  of  Schleswig  (though  it  is  not  all  Ger« 
man),  to  Germany.  If  Prussia  and  the  Frankfort  Diet 
meant  only  what  they  have  been  lately  saying,  the  Danish 
rumour  of  war  woul4  be  now  ei^tipct ;  bpt  ^e  truth  ifi, 
as  here  confessed^  that  underlying  the  whole  qparrM  9QW 
and  heretofore,  haa  been  a  German  desire  to  get  Schleswig 
as  well  as  Holstein.  To  this  aggression  the  Danish  Govern^ 
ment  never  pan  in  honour  yield ;  and  the  qpesHop  iMHl 
is,  not  whether  Penmark  has  met  fairly  aRQ  wiaely  i^e 
difoenlly  that  has  been  ereaM ;  but  whether  the  !^g  ol 
FrussU'r-rwho  asserts  a  eonstitutioaal  independense  of  his 
subj^ts  for  whieh  he  must  pay  the  penalty  of  sole  resp^- 
fibUity — dares,  for  the  accomplishment  of  h4  deqiT^t 
what  he  now  must  risk  when  ne  breaks  the  peace  of  Europe 
hy  attack  upon  the  Dane. 


THH  FRENCH  MARITIME  IRSCRIPTIOH, 

A  fovQprite  bqgaboo  of  tiie  panio-raongers  is  the  French 
maritime  consoription,  by  which  they  say  France  haa  always 
at  eomo^d  the  services  of  150,000  seamen  for  her  navy. 
There  are  two  fallacies  in  this  statement ;  first,  the  regis¬ 
tered  number  are  pot  seamen,  indeed  not  more  than  half 
the  number  deserye  the  name ;  and  secondly,  if  they  were  aU 
seamen  they  wnuld  ppt  be  all  at  the  command  of  the  State, 
many  being  at  aea  in  merchantmen  and  fishing  boats,  and 
many  also  being  employed  inland  in  agrioulturM  and  other 
occupations.  For  the  registration  of  a  man,  inde^,  it  is 
enough  that  he  navigates  anything  anywhere.  A  follow 
who  pulls  a  punt  across  the  forry  of  some  petty  stream  is 
set  down  as  a  seaman,  and  liable  to  serve  in  the  navy.  The 
maritime  inscription  is  thus  a  huge  net  of  the  very 
smallest  meshes,  and  whatever  is  oaught  in  it  is  ruled  fish. 

A  French  journal,  the  Commercial,  gives  seme 

curious  and  interesting  information  on  this  subject,  qnqted 
in  the  Timet.  It  states  that  on  the  breaking  out  of  tha 
war  with  Russia  the  naval  commissioners  had  orders  to  re? 
gister  the  names  of  all  ponpected  with  the  sea  in  tha 
remotest  degree^

We  see  ak^set 
to  their  old  age  with  all  thehr  foaturea  strai^ly  end 
voltingly  marked,  but  in  their  infancy  they  are  very  mskr 
dious,  creeping  in  and  ehtaining  thefr  footing  beoaiuee  w.bat 
their  growth  may  be  ia  not  imagined.  And  yet  wa  hnve 
only  to  look  hack  to  aee  the  ssaall  begmnings  of  monsfrl^ 
encroachnmnta. 

On  the  other  side  of  the  question  toare  is  mneh  good 
sense  and  force  in  some  of  the  arguments  of  Sir  Sta^^

better  sort  of  school  cannot  dp.  And  is  it  wise  QS  con- 
aistent  with  duty  to  forego  this  amount  of  advantage  to 
morality,  however  small  it  may  be,  especially  as  it  is  ob¬ 
tained  at  no  great  cost  ?  The  refuge  for  the  destitute, 
whether  for  lodging  and  sustenance  or  rudiments  of  edu¬ 
cation,  must  be  or  a  very  low  order,  and  we  do  npt  see 
kow  it  can  be  lifted  up  to  the  level  of  the  places  of  in¬ 
struction  for  children  whose  parents  can  pay.  If  it  be 
possible,  indeed,  nothing  can  be  more  desirable.  But  Ihe 
class  which  the  Bagged  Schools  are  intended  to  help  are 
children  not  of  paupers  nor  of  parents  of  slender  stsens 
but  of  those  who  wilfully  neglect  the  education  of  toeir 
o£fepring,  preferring  to  spend  all  they  possaaa  in  their  own 
selfish  gross  indulgenoies.  We  do  hot  see  how  these 
unhappy  ohildren  can  find  a  plaoe  either  to  the  wy  ox 
pauper  schools,  and  the  alternative  aeema  to  be  toe  Bagged 
or  the  sohool  alwaye  open  and  leady  0#  osiine.

THE  LITERARY  EXAMINER. 

Java,  or  How  to  Manage  a  Colony;  thomng  a  Practical 
Solution  of  the  Questions  now  affecting  British  India. 
By  J.  W.  B.  Money,  Barrister-at-Law.  Hurst  and 
Blackett. 

The  title  of  this  book  plainly  enough  explains  its  object, 
which  is  no  other  than  to  hold  up  for  our  imitation  in 
India  the  policy  pursued  by  the  Dutch  in  their  colony  of 
Java.  The  author  is  a  man  of  learning  and  accomplishments, 
and  really  furnishes  much  valuable  information  respecting 
the  country  which  he  visited,  but  we  greatly  doubt  whether 
his  previous  preparation,  or  his  means  of  acquiring  know¬ 
ledge  were  such  as  to  entitle  him  to  be  considered  a  safe 
**  guide  and  philosopher  ”  in  the  government  of  a  great 
empire. 

Mr  Money  is  a  barrister  of  the  Calcutta  bar.  who  for 
health  visited  Java,  where  he  was  received  with  courtesy  and 
hospitality  by  the  Dutch  authorities,  frrom  whom  alone  he 
obtained  the  whole  of  his  information.  He  posted  on  a 
good  highway  over  about  one  hundred  miles  of  an  island 
700  miles  long.  He  saw  only  a  part  of  the  lesser  of 
the  two  nations  which  inhabit  Java;  of  the  greater 
and  of  their  country  he  never  saw  any  part  at  aU.  He 
knew  no  native  tongue  with  which  to  communicate  with 
the  inhabitants,  and,  as  he  tells  us  himself,  he  ^d  not 
attempt  to  do  so  even  through  an  interpreter.  In  short, 
his  whole  knowledge  of  the  Dutch  system  was  obtained 
^m  the  administrators  and  advocates  of  tiiat  system.  He 
implicitly  believes  all  that  he  was  told  of  this  factitious  sys¬ 
tem,  dmved  trom  a  rather  suspicious  source,-— falls  despe¬ 
rately  in  love  with  it,  and  through  653  pages,  recommends 
it  to  our  adoption  as  a  cure  for  the  many  and  notorious 
evils  of  our  own  Indian  administration. 

The  projector  of  the  scheme  thus  vaunted  and  recom¬ 
mended  to  our  adoption,  and  of  which  we  propose  to  give 
an  outline,  was  one  General  Van  den  Bosch,  thus  described 
by  our  enamoured  and  admiring  author.  “At  this  juno- 
**  ture,  1880,"  says  he,  *‘it  pleased  God,  in  mercy  to  a 
“  suffering  people,  to  inspire  the  King  of  Holland  with 
“confidence  in  apparently  the  wildest  schemer  of  his 
“realrn.”  Now  our  own  notion  is  that  if  his  Majesty  the 
first  King  of  Holland,  who  if  we  remember  well  was  an 
exceedingly  dull  man,  had  been  inspired  to  send  the  mar¬ 
tinet  schemer  to  a  “  maison  de  santo  "  instead  of  to  Java 
ho  would  have  more  creditably  served  himself,  his  kingdom! 
and  his  colony. 

G^eral  Van  den  Bosch's  royal  road  to  colonial  prosperity 
18  briefiy  as  follows.  With  small  exceptions  it  considere 
the  whole  island,  and  without  any  exception  at  all,  all  the 
most  fertile  and  populous  parts  of  it,  as  a  royal  estate,  and 
our  author  in  describing  it  makes  fr^  use  of  terms  wholly 
unknown  to  the  native  languages,  “Crown  lands"  and 
“  Crown  peasantry.”  It  supposes,  and  indeed  insists  upon 
it  as  expedient,  that  there  should  not  exist  any  native  pro¬ 
prietor  of  the  land  in  fee-simple.  With  the  exception  of 
the  chiefs  used  as  hired  tools  of  the  scheme,  it  considers  the 
whole  native  population  as  mere  occupants  of  the  land,  so 
long  as  they  pay  the  land  tax  imposed  upon  them,  which 
u  caUed  a  land  rent,  that  there  may  be  no  misunder- 
■tan^ng  aMt  iU  character.  From  this  peasantry  it

Java  to  that  serfisge  which  the  Emperor  of  Bussia  himself 
has  just  now  thought  it  expedient  to  abolish  throughout 
his  wide  dominions  as  an  intolerable  barbarism. 

In  the  land  and  with  the  labour  thus  assumed  to  be  the 
property  of  the  Crown,  the  Government  itself  be^mes  both 
farmer  and  trader.  For  the  cultivation  of  certain  commo¬ 
dities,  chiefly  sugar  and  coffee,  it  makes  annual  advances 
frwm  the  capital  of  the  mother  country  and  without 
interest,  to  certain  European  contractors,  to  the  amount 
of  some  two  millions,  conferring  upon  these  contractors 
all  the  assumed  claims  of  the  State  over  land  and  pea¬ 
santry.  Their  produce  it  binds  itself  to  receive  at  a  fixed 
price,  and  the  State  thus  becomes  an  agriculturist  and  a 
merchant,  competing  with  the  native  occupant  and  the 
private  trader.  The  mercantile  agent  of  the  Government 
in  this  case  is  a  certain  trading  company,  with  a  yotj 
uncouth  name,  which  it  created  with  privileges  within 
eight  years  of  the  restoration  of  its  Indian  possessions, 
and  of  which  the  dull  monarch  already  referred  to  Was 
himself  a  principal  partner. 

The  whole  scheme  thus  sketched  goes  under  the  senseless 
and  indefinite  name  of  the  “culture  system,"  and  a  host  of 
happ^  results  are  ascribed  to  it,  to  which  it  is  easy  to  show 
that  it  has  no  manner  of  claim.  Its  virtues  are  thus  summed 
up  by  Mr  Money.  In  twenty-five  short  years  it  has  raised 
the  revenue  from  2,000,000/.  to  9,500,000/. ;  it  has  raised 
the  imports  from  1,750,000/.  to  5,000,000/.,  and  the  ex¬ 
ports  frrom  2,000,000/.  to  8,500,000/. ;  it  has  wonderfully 
diminished  crime  and  litigation ;  and  it  has  raised  a  popu¬ 
lation  “  in  poverty "  of  six  millions  to  one  of  eleven 
millions  and  a  half  “of  the  richest  peasantry  in  the  east." 

We  proceed  to  an  examination  of  these  allegations,  for 
they  will  be  found  nothing  better,  but  before  doing  so  we 
must  briefly  sketch  the  character  of  the  country  which  has 
been  made  the  scene  of  the  “  culture  system."  Java  is 
about  one-half  the  size  of  Italy,  and  in  outline,  physical 
geography,  and  fertility  more  resembles  it  than  perhaps 
any  other  country  in  the  world.  It  has  not,  inde^,  Alps 
and  Appenines,  but  it  has  what  is  equivalent  to  them,  a 
series  of  mountains  some  of  which  reach  the  height  of  ten 
thousand  and  twelve  thousand  feet,  supplying  its  rich  vol¬ 
canic  valleys  with  a  perennial  irrigation.  Itspresent  popula¬ 
tion,  a  docUe  and  ob^ient  one,  amounts  to  about  1 2,000,000. 
The  Javanese  were  a  far  more  civilised,  perhaps  even  a  more 
numerous  people  than  the  Mexicans  and  Peruvians,  at  a  time 
when  their  very  existence  was  as  little  known  to  the  Euro¬ 
pean  world  as  that  of  these  two  nations,  for  they  con¬ 
structed  finer  temples  than  those  people,  and  had  a  national 
literature  which  those  people  had  not,  while  their  hus¬ 
bandry  was  so  skilful,  that  on  the  first  arrival  of  Europeans 
their  island  was  found  to  be  as  much  the  granary  of  the 
whole  insular  region  as  were  Egypt  and  Sicily  of  Borne. 

We  begin  our  examination  with  the  population.  When 
the  English  delivered  over  Java  to  the  Dutch  in  1816,  the 
population  was  in  round  numbers  4,600,000.  In  the  next 
decennial  period  it  sustained  an  increase  of  about  twenty 
per  cent.,  and  there  was  as  yet  no  “  culture  system."  By 
the  third  decennial  census  the  increase  was  about  twenty- 
five  per  cent.,  the  higher  rate  in  this  period  being  probably 
owing  to  the  existenoe  in  the  last  yean  of  the  previous  and 
the  first  of  this  of  a  desolating  rebi^on  of  four  years'  dura¬ 
tion  in  some  of  the  finest  provinces  of  the  island.  The 
“  culture  system  "  had  existed  only  during  the  last  four 
years  of  it,  and  being  even  in  these  M  imperfectly  estab¬ 
lished,  could  hardly  have  contributed  largely  to  the  in¬ 
crease  inconsiderable  as  it  was.  By  the  fourth  decennial 
census  the  increase  was  about  twenty-one  per  cent.  The 
culture  system  was  here  in  full  operation  ^roughout,  yet 
the  rate  of  increase  was  within  a  small  fraction  of  what  it 
was  in  the  first  period  when  it  was  not  in  existenoe.  In 
the  last  decennial  period  ending  with  1856,  and  after  the 
boasted  **  culture  system  "  had  been  in  operation  for  near 
a  quarter  of  a  century,  the  increase  was  only  twenty-two 
per  cent. 

We  make  these  calculations  from  the  figures  for  which 
Mr  Money  himself  furnishes  us  with  the  data,  and  it  is 
plain  from  them  that  the  culture  system  has  produced  no 
effect  whatever  in  augmenting  the  population.  What  has 
really  increased  it,  and  what  the  Dutch  Government  deserves 
credit  for,  is  the  peace  and  good  order  which  it  has  main¬ 
tained  during  nearly  the  whole  continuance  of  its  otherwise 
pernicious  empiricism.  Java  in  1816  had  a  relative  popu¬ 
lation  of  no  more  than  105  to  the  square  mile,  while  it 
had  a  vast  amount  of  wild  unreclaimed  land,  as  it  still  has, 
capable  of  maintaining  a  large  population.  It  was  in  the 
condition  of  an  under-peopled  colony,  nnH  all  that  was 
necessary  to  a  rapid  increase  of  population  was  a  moderate 
amoimt  of  protection  to  life  and  property.  This  it  reoeived, 
and  it  increased  accordingly.  When  the  English  were  in 
occupation  of  Java  their  inquiries  led  them  to  predict,  and 
they  printed  and  published  their  prediction  many  years  ag^, 
that,  with  the  continuance  of  peace,  the  preponderance  of 
births  over  deaths  was  such  that  the  doubling  period  would 
be  about  thirty-five  years.  The  prediction  was  verified, 
for  in  1849  the  population  was  fully  double  what  it  had 
l^n  in  1815,  which  was  the  exact  year  of  their  census.  A 
rimilar  increase,  and  frrom  the  same  cause,  has  taken  place 
in  all  our  own  Indian  possessions,  although  in  a  minor  de¬ 
gree,  because  they  were  all  fisr  more  densely  peopled  than 
Java  thirty  years  ago. 

But  now  for  the  revenues.  Before  the  establishment  of 
the  **  culture  system  ”  the  local  island  revenues  amounted 
to  2,000,000/.  a  year,  and  in  1857  they  had  risen  to 
3,600,000/.  in  round  numbers,  that  is,  they  had  sustained 
an  increase  of  eighty  per  cent  in  twenty-five  years.  This 
was  not  even  keeping  pace  with  the  of  population, 

to  uy  nothing  of  that  increased  prosperity  of  the  people  or 


power  to  pay  taxes,  which  ought  to  have  taken  place  in 
the  course  of  a  quarter  of  a  century.  The  increase  of 
population  according  to  the  figures  given  by  Mr  Money  was 
better  than  150  per  oent.,  and  therefore  the  revenue  ought 
to  have  been  at  l^t  5,000,000/.,  or  1,400,000/.  more 
it  was.  The  revenues  derived  from  the  “  culture  system  " 
are  set  down  at  the  enormous  figure  of  5,900,000/.,  but 
whether  this  be  correct  or  not  we  have  no  means  afforded 
us  by  our  author  of  judging.  According  to  him,  however, 
the  upshot  is,  that  Java,  after  defraying  all  its  expenses, 
puts  a  surplus  into  the  home  treasury,  or  pays  a  tribute  to 
Holland  of  2,300,000/.  a  year,  which  after  is  not  much 
more  than  Cuba,  with  a  twelfth  part  of  its  population 
mostly  African  slaves,  does  to  Spain  without  any  govern¬ 
mental  meddling  in  trade  or  culture. 

The  culture  system  originally  applied  to  sugar,  coffee, 
indigo,  tobacco,  pepper,  and  cochineal.  It  has  broken  down 
in  all  but  the  two  first  articles.  The  indigo  cannot  com¬ 
pete  with  the  same  article  of  Bengal  or  Central  America, 
nor  the  cochineal  with  that  of  Mexico,  nor  the  cinnamon 
with  that  of  Ceylon,  while  the  tea  is  so  bitter  bad  that  none 
but  a  few  obscure  Gtormans,  who  prefer  cheapness  to  quality, 
will  touch  it.  With  the  exception,  in  short,  of  the  sugar 
and  coffee,  for  the  production  of  which  Java  is  eminently 
fitted,  and  for  which  there  is  a  steady  and  growing  demand 
in  Europe,  all  the  other  commodities  are  a  dead  loss  to  the 
Government.  It  is  evident  enough.to  us,  by  the  way, 
that  Mr  Money  is  not  very  familiar  with  any  of  these 
articles,  for  we  find  him  representing  “  the  tobacco  plant 
“  as  easy  to  grow  as  a  cabb^,  which  it  much  resembles," 
and  mace,  which  is  the  reticulated  envelope  of  the  fruit  of 
the  nutmeg,  as  being  “  like  rose  leaves."  If  he  had  insisted 
that  the  two  articles  in  question  were  very  like  camels  or 
whales  he  would  hardly  more  mistaken. 

But  now  for  the  trade,  and  it  is  here  that  we*  find  a 
complete  break-down  of  the  whole  Dutch  system.  In 
1857,  the  total  amount  of  the  exports  and  imports  was  in 
round  numbers  14,130,000/.,  the  exports  exceeding  the 
imports  by  no  less  than  5,500,000/.  This  includes  govern¬ 
ment  stores  and  bullion,  and  is  not  the  trade  of  Java  alone 
but  of  tho  whole  Dutch  portion  of  the  Archipelago,  in¬ 
cluding  the  coffee  and  pepper  of  Sumatra,  the  tin  of  Banca, 
and  the  cloves  and  nutmegs  of  the  Moluccas.  It  is,  in 
fact,  the  trade  of  a  population  which  the  Dutch  themselves 
compute  at  22,000,000.  Let  it  be  compared  with  the  trade 
of  some  of  our  own  possessions,  and  the  contrast  between 
the  results  of  freedom  on  the  one  hand,  and  Government 
intermeddlings,  protections,  and  monopolies  on  the  other 
will  be  string  indeed.  The  territory  of  Bombay  has 
a  population  of  9,000,000,  or  by  two  millions  less  than 
one-half  that  of  the  Dutch  insular  possessions,  and  three 
millions  less  than  that  of  Java  alone,  but  its  exports 
and  imports  in  1860  amounted  to  37,400,000/.,  that  is, 
above  9,000,000/.  more  than  the  Dutch  trade  twice 
told.  In  the  same  year  the  trade  of  the  three  little 
British  Settlements  in  the  Straits  of  Malacca,  havi^  be¬ 
tween  them  hardly  a  quarter  of  a  million  of  inhabitants, 
amounted  in  exports  and  imports  to  14,820,000/.,  or  by 
790,000/.  more  than  those  of  aU  Dutch  India ! 

Whether  as  to  revenue  or  population,  it  is  the  mistake 
of  Mr  Money  to  compare  fertile  and  sea-girt  Java  with  its 
docile  and  unarmed  population  with  the  rast  continent  of 
India,  containing  deserts  and  unreclaimable  forests,  war¬ 
like  populations,  and  an  extensive  land  frontier.  The 
comparison  ought  to  have  been  between  Java  and  the  most 
fertile  parts  of  India,  such  as  ^ngal  Proper,  supposing 
them  to  be  sea-girt,  or  it  ought  fairly  to  have  been  between 
the  whole  British  and  whole  Dutch  Indian  dominions,  and 
this  would  have  shown  the  immeasurable  inferiorify  of  the 
Dutch,  to  whom  Java  is  everything,  and  the  rest  of  their 
possessions  an  encumbrance  and  a  nuisance. 

With  Mr  Money,  his  factitious  and  unnatural  bantling  is 
the  cobbler's  leather — nothing  like  it  He  vrill  have  it,  for 
example,  that  in  the  short  period  of  a  quarter  of  a  century,  it 
has  even  effected  what  no  government  ever  did,  a  complete 
revolution  for  the  better  in  the  character  of  the  peasantiT 
of  a  population  of  twelve  millions.  “  From  what  I  saw," 
says  he,  “  and  frrom  what  the  English  I  met  in  the  interior 
“  told  me,  I  believe  that  no  country  in  the  East  can  show  so 
“rich  and  so  contented  a  peasantry  as  Java,  and  although 
“  unable  myself  to  speak  with  the  Cottier,  I  was  assuM 
“by  the  English  that  his  present  condition  is  a  very 
“  enviable  one,  and  a  great  contrast  to  his  former  life  of 
“poverty  and  crime  under  the  old  regime  of  dirt  and 
“crime."  Unfortunately,  for  this  statement,  we  are 
obliged  to  trust  to  the  author's  assertion,  for  he  furnishes 
us  with  no  facts  which  would  enable  us  to  judge  for  our¬ 
selves.  Thus,  throughout  his  two  volumes,  he  never  once 
states  the  wages  of  labour;  and  when  he  incidentally 
mentions  the  price  of  bread-corn,  it  is  shown  to  be  at 
least  twice  as  ^h  as  it  was  forty  years  ago.  By  the  com¬ 
pulsory  system  of  culture,  one-fifth  part  of  the  richest 
lands  of  the  island  are  appropriated  to  the  cultivation  of 
sugar  and  indigo,  to  the  exclusion  of  com,  their  natural 
and,  to  the  cultivator,  more  profitable  product.  The  result 
has  been  a  great  rise  in  the  price  of  com,  the  production  of 
which  no  longer  keeps  pace  vrith  the  increase  of  popula¬ 
tion,  while  Java,  onoe  the  granary  of  the  Arohipela^,  and 
even  an  exporter  to  distant  countries,  has  in  a  great 
measure  oeaM  to  be  so,  being  supers^ed,  even  vrithin 
the  Archipelago,  by  the  British  provinces  of  Arracan  and 
Pegu.  This  fact  indicates  not  improvement,  but  deteriora¬ 
tion  in  the  condition  of  the  people.  Compared  to  tho 
peasantry  of  India,  those  of  Java  have  been  immemorially 
a  well-housed,  weU-olad,  and  well-fed  one,  earning  frrom 
two  to  three  times  the  wages  of  Hindu  peasants,  and  this 
they  owed^  not  to  any  ftotittous  system,  but  to  tha  smaib* 
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noM  of  their  numben  compared  to  the  Tast  extent  of  fertile 
land  available  to  their  indiutry. 

If  we  look  to  the  administration  of  the  Dutch  in  other 
parts  of  the  Archipelago  we  shall  quickly  see  that  the 
oomparative  prosperity  of  Jara  is  entirely  owing  to  the 
character  of  its  soil  and  people.  In  none  of  these  would 
the  culture  system  be  possible,  and  not  one  of  them,  as 
already  stated,  pays  for  the  cost  of  keeping.  In  one  or 
other  of  them  there  has  been  a  war  for  the  forty*fiye  years 
of  Dutch  occupation.  At  the  present  moment  there  is  one 
of  two  years’  duration  in  a  very  worthless  part  of  Borneo. 

Mr  Money,  with*  a  desperate  determination  to  discover 
Tirtues  in  the  system  which  he  eulogises, whimsically  enough 
insists  that  the  agricultural  and  trading  projects  of  the 
Dutch  government  are  no  tax  at  all  on  the  people  of  Java. 

The  whole  of  this  large  culture  revenue,”  says  he,  ”  like 
« the  opium  revenue  of  India,  is,  of  course,  paid  by  the 
“  foreign  consumers.”  Now  whj  ”  of  course,”  or  why  at 
all?  The  opium  of  India  enjoys  an  almost  complete 
monopoly  of  the  markets  in  which  it  is  sold ;  the  coffee 
and  sugar  of  Java  have  no  monopoly  of  the  markets  of  the 
world,  but,  on  the  contrary,  have  to  come  into  open  com* 
petition  with  the  corresponding  products  of  nearly  the 
whole  tropical  world.  They  have  no  superiority  of  quality, 
and  if  they  bring  a  great  profit  to  the  holder,  that  is  the 
Government,  that  profit  must  arise  from  their  having  been 
obtained  at  a  price  far  below  their  intrinsic  value,  the  dif> 
ference  being,  of  course,  a  tax  on  the  actual  producers,  the 
people  of  Java.  We  wish  Mr  Money  would  bo  more 
logical  and  less  laudatory. 

Having  named  opium,  we  must  take  leave  to  advert  to 
some  mistakes  which  our  author  makes  respecting  it,  of  a  kin 
to  his  comparison  of  a  tobacco  plant  to  a  cabbage.  ”  The 
”  officials,”  he  says,  “are  specially  directed  to  discourage  the 
use  *  of  the  drug.’  ”  This  hardly  consists  with  the  Dutch 
policy,  which  leads  it  to  gain  a  large  revenue  from  the 
article,  and,  assuredly,  as  justly  and  fairly  as  the  revenue 
which  European  nations  derive  from  more  ordinary  in* 
toxicating  substances.  In  another  place  he  tells  us  that 
”  The  cultivation  of  opium  is  absolutely  forbidden  in  the 
”  island.”  We  suppose  this  to  be  simply  not  a  matter  of 
fact,  because  it  would  suppose  the  Dutch  Government 
capable  of  an  act  of  hypocritical  supererogation.  The  fact 
is  that  the  white  poppy  cannot  be  grown  in  Java  to  the 
production  of  opium  any  more  than  can  the  vine  to  the  pro* 
duction  of  wine.  It  is  a  native  of  the  temperate  climate 
of  Asia  Minor,  and  even  in  our  own  Indian  possessions 
can  only  be  cultivated  as  a  winter  crop,  although  these 
lie  by  twenty  degrees  farther  from  the  equator  than  Java. 

We  must,  then,  by  no  means,  take  Mr  Money’s  advice  to 
apply  the  Dutch  system  of  administration  to  our  own  Indies, 
for  it  is  no  more  applicable  to  them  than  is  the  system  of 
Japan.  It  would  exhibit  the  Government  as  the  sole 
landlord— 'make  it  a  huge  agriculturist  and  trader  on  Uie 
borrowed  capital  of  the  mother  country — reduce  the  natives 
to  the  condition  of  serfs — dishonour  our  national  character, 
and  produce  an  universal  rebellion  which  would  very  pro¬ 
perly  and  justly  drive  us  headlong  out  of  the  country.  We 
must  have  none  of  a  scheme  which  sets  economic  science, 
sound  legislation,  and  the  natural  rights  of  man,  whatever 
be  his  race  or  colour,  at  utter  defiance. 

lUminiseenca  of  Scottish  Life  and  Character.  By  £. 
B.  Ramsay,  M.A.,  LL.D.,  F.R.S.E.,  Dean  of  Edin¬ 
burgh.  The  Second  Series.  Edinburgh:  Edmonston 
and  Douglas. 

The  second  series  of  Dean  Ramsay’s  gatherings  of  Scot¬ 
tish  anecdote  is  nearly  as  good  as  the  ^t.  The  publica¬ 
tion  of  the  first  series  of  reminiscences,  one  of  the 
pleasantest  and  wisest  gossiping  books  of  our  day,  brought 
upon  its  author  a  shower  of  go^  and  bad  stories  from  the 
reminiscences  of  Scotchmen  at  home  and  abroad.  ”I 
**  have,”  says  the  Dean,  ”  within  the  last  few  weeks  re- 
«ceived  communications  from  Dartford,  Connecticut, 
** United  States;  from  Melbourne,  Australia;  from  the 
**  shores  of  the  Bay  of  Fundy,  Nova  Scotia ;  from  Oporon, 
near  Hutno,  in  Poland,  to  express  how  many  home  asso* 
ciations  have  been  awakened  by  these  old  stories.”  The 
new  volume  opens  with  a  chapter  of  the  author’s  own 
reminiscences  of  a  Yorkshire  village,  in  which  his  uncle 
was  the  squire  and  he  a  schoolboy  more  than  fifty  years 
ago.  It  is  a  very  good  picture  of  the  lingering  of  old 
English  customs  in  an  out-of-the-way  comer  of  the  country. 
But  we  quote  from  it,  aside  from  its  main  purpose,  two 
illustrations  of  the  picking  up  of  words  and  phrases  by 
uneducated  people. 

I  recollect  s  yoau  man,  a  atage-coachman,  who  aeemed  to  set  up 
as  rather  a  wag.  He  had  been  to  aehool  and  to  church,  and  he 
showed  on  aeveiial  occasions  a  tendency  to  quote  from  what  he  re¬ 
membered  to  have  heard,  without  much  reference  to  any  meaning 
attached  to  it  A  young  woman,  sitting  on  the  box  with  him,  to 
whom  he  was  desirous  of  making  himself  agreeable,  asked  him,  “  Do 
you  drive  into  Sheffield  every  day,  Mr  Davis  f  ”  to  which  he 
answered,  **Tes,  my  dear,  day  by  day  continually  do  cry,”  a  sense¬ 
less  application  of  words  of  the  7«  Dmm  which  adhered  to  his 
memory.  Another  favourite  story  of  the  late  Bishop  of  London 
illustrates  the  same  use  of  mere  words:  An  old  woman,  who 
lived  quite  alone  and  was  very  helpless,  had  adopted  a  litle  giri  from 
the  workhouse,  and  brought  her  up  till  she  was  about  sixteen,  when 
she  had  become  a  useful  helpmate  for  her  in  her  household  concerns, 
and  was  to  her  as  a  daughter.  The  child,  however,  was  persuaded 
to  leave  the  old  woman,  and  was  enticed  away  to  be  servant  in  a 
farm-house.  Some  of  tbe  neighbours  condoling  with  her,  and 
expressing  indignation  at  the  immteful  conduct  of  the  giri,  tbe  poor 
old  woman  meekly  observed  that  such  things  were  only  to  be 
expected,  as  we  were  told  in  Scripttue  they  woiiui  happm.  She  then 
quoted  scriptural  authority  to  t^t  effect,  adding,  ^  Ton  know  it  is 
said,  *  Train  up  a  child,  and  away  he  do  go,*  **  which  was,  in  lact, 
good  womanti  reading  of  tbe  well-known  pMisge,  **  Tnin  up  a 
ohild  in  the  way  he  ihomd  go,**  etc. 


But  we  come  to  tbe  Scotch  Reminiscences,  and  cannot 
better  commend  them  than  by  giving  samples  of  their 
quality.  In  addition  to  the  former  section,  illustrating  the 
Religious  Feelings  and  Observances,  we  have  many  more 
anecdotes.  Here  is  one  specimen  of  the  literalness  with 
which  a  sincere  faith  in  the  reality  of  the  world  to  come 
would  often  express  itself. 

At  Hawick,  the  people  used  to  wear  wooden  clogs,  which  make  a 
cltmking  noise  on  tbe  pavement.  A  dyiM  old  woman  had  some 
friends  by  her  bed-side,  who  said  to  her,  “  Weel,  Jenny,  ye  are  gsun 
to  Heeven,  an’  gin  you  should  see  our  folk,  ye  can  tell  them  that 
we’re  a’  weel.”  To  which  Jenny  replied,  “Weel,  gin  I  shud  see 
them  I'se  tell  them,  but  you  manna  expect  that  I  am  to  gang  clank 
clanking  through  Heeven  looking  for  your  folk.” 

Of  the  strength  of  convivial  habits  also  there  are  fresh 
illustrations,  such  as  this :  j 

There  is  a  most  whimsical  anecdote  connected  with  the  subject  of 
drink,  traditionary  in  the  west  of^  Scotland,  regarding  an  old  Oal- 1 
lowegian  lady,  disclaiming  more  drink,  under  tbe  following  circum-  j 
stances  :  The  old  generation  of  Oalloway  Isirds  were  a  primitive  and 
hospitable  race,  but  their  conviviality  sometimes  led  to  awkward 
occurrences.  In  former  days,  when  roads  were  bad  and  wheeled 
vehicles  almost  unknown,  an  old  Uird  was  returning  from  a  supper  I 
party,  with  his  lady  mounted  behind  him  on  horseback.  On  crossing  ! 
tbe  river  Urr,  at  a  ford  at  a  point  where  it  joins  the  sea,  tbe  old  lady 
dropped  off,  but  was  not  mined  till  her  husband  reached  his  door, 
when,  of  coum,  there  was  an  immediate  search  made.  Tbe  party 
who  were  despatched  in  quest  of  her,  arrived  just  in  time  to  find  her 
remonstrating  with  the  advancing  tide,  which  trickled  into  her 
mouth,  in  these  words,  “  No  anither  drap ;  neither  het  nor  cauld.” 

With  an  appendix  on  snuff-taking : 

A  severe  snow-storm  in  the  Highlsnds,  which  lasted  for  several 
weeks,  having  stopped  all  communication  betwixt  neighbouring, 
hamlets,  snuff-takers  were  reduced  to  their  last  pinch.  Borrowing 
and  begging  from  all  tbe  neighbours  within  reach  was  resorted  to, 
but  this  soon  failed,  and  all  were  alike  reduced  to  tbe  extremity ' 
which  unwillingly-abetinent  snuffers  alone  know.  The  minister  of  the ' 
parish  was  amongst  the  unhappy  number;  the  craving  was  so  intense  j 
that  study  was  out  of  the  question.  As  a  last  resort  tbe  beadle  was  I 
despatebra,  through  the  snow,  to  a  neighbouring  glen  in  tbe  hope  of 
getting  a  supply ;  but  he  came  back  as  unsuccessful  as  he  went. ' 
“What’s  to  ^  dune,  John?”  was  the  minister’s  pathetic  inquiry. 
John  shook  his  head,  as  much  as  to  say  that  he  could  not  tell ; 
but  immediately  thereafter  started  up,  as  if  a  new  idea  bad  occurred 
to  him.  He  came  back  in  a  few  minutes,  crying,  “  Hae.”  Tbe 
minister,  too  eager  to  be  scrutinising,  took  a  long,  deep  pinch,  and 
then  said,  “Whar  did  you  get  it?”  “ I  soupit  .{swept]  the  poupit,” 
was  John’s  expressive  reply.  The  minister’s  accumulated  super¬ 
fluous  Sabbath  situff  now  came  into  good  use. 

Of  the  faithfulness  of  the  old  Scottish  domestic  servant 
there  are  some  amusing  illustrations,  but  the  literalness  of 
the  Highlander  in  service  has  sometimes  verged  on  the 
sublime : 

As  when  Mr  Campbell,  a  Highland  gentleman,  visiting  in  a 
country  house,  and  telling  Donald  to  bring  everything  out  of  the 
bed-room,  found  all  its  moveable  articles,  fender,  flre-irons,  etc., 
piled  up  in  the  lobby.  So  literal  was  the  poor  man’s  sense  of 
obedience  to  orders !  And  of  this  he  gave  a  still  more  extraordinary 
proof  during  his  sojourn  in  Edinburgh,  by  a  ve^  ludicrous  exploit. 
When  the  family  moved  into  a  bouse  there  Mrs  Campbell  gave  him 
very  particular  instructions  regarding  visitors,  explaining  that  they 
were  to  be  shown  into  the  drawing-room,  and  no  doubt  used  tbe 
Scotticism,  “  Carry  any  ladies  that  call  up  stairs.”  On  tbe  arrival  of 
the  first  visitors  Donald  was  eager  to  show  his  strict  attention  to  the 
mistress’s  orders.  Two  ladies  came  together,  and  Donald,  seising 
one  in  his  arms,  said  to  the  other,  “  Bide  ye  there  'till  I  come  for 
ye,”  and  in  spite  of  her  struggles  and  remonstrances,  ushered  tbe 
terrified  visitor  into  Mrs  Campbell’s  presence  in  this  unwonted 
fashion. 

Humour  proceeding  firom  the  Scottiah  language  is  often 
of  the  best : 

The  equivoke  of  the  Sdinhorgh  Provost  telling  the  House  of 
Lords,  in  his  evidence,  of  guns  fitted  for  shooting  deuks  and  sic  like 
fools  [ducks  and  such  fowls],  supplied  the  material  for  a  poor 
woman’s  honest  compliment  to  a  benevolent  Scottish  nobleman. 
John,  Duke  of  Roxburghe,  was  one  day  out  riding,  and  at  the  gate 
of  Floors  he  was  acosted  by  an  importunate  old  beggar  woman.  He 
gave  her  balf-a-orown,  which  pleased  her  so  much  that  she  ex¬ 
claimed,  “Ood  bless  your  pMs«-like  face,  for  a  Deuk’s  no  gude  eneuch 
for  ye.” 

The  Scottish  ladies  of  a  generation  or  two  back  provide ' 
more  stories  illustrative  of  the  humour  of  the  land.  One ' 
is  of  an  old  maid  of  Montrose :  I 


It  was  at  the  time  of  expected  invasion  at  the  beginning  of  the 
century,  and  some  of  the  town  magistrates  called  upon  her  and ! 
solicited  her  subscription  to  raise  men  for  the  service  of  tbe  king— 
“  Indeed,”  she  answered  right  sturdily,  “  I’ll  doe  nae  sic  thing ;  1 1 
never  could  raise  a  man  for  my$ol,  and  I’m  no  gaen  to  raise  men  for  i 
King  George.”  | 

Some  curious  stories  are  told  of  ladles  of  this  class,  as  connected 
with  tbe  novelties  and  excitement  of  railway  travelling.  Missing ! 
their  luggage,  or  finding  that  sdmething  has  gone  wrong  about  i^  | 
often  causes  very  terrrible  distress,  and  might  be  amusing  were  it  i 
not  to  tbe  sufferer  so  severe  a  calamity.  I  wsa  much  entertained . 
with  tbe  eameatneas  of  this  feeling,  and  the  expression  of  it  from  an 
old  Scotch  lady,  whose  box  was  not  forthcoming  at  the  station  where 
she  was  to  stop.  When  urged  to  ^  patient,  her  indignant  exclama¬ 
tion  was,  “  I  can  bear  ony  pairtings  that  may  be  ca’ed  for  in  God’s 
Providence ;  but  I  canna  stan*  pairting  fra  ma  does.” . 

A  relation  of  Soph  Johnstone  has  sent  me  a  curious  account  of  a 
theological  argument  which  she  had  held  with  tbe  celebrated  Dr 
Hugh  Blair.  The  Doctor,  shocked  to  find  her  mind  in  such  an 
unsettled  state  on  some  fundamental  points  of  theology,  bad  dwelt  at 
some  length  upon  the  great  facts  connected  with  the  primeval  con¬ 
dition  and  the  fall.  Soph  heard  it  all  with  much  gravity,  and  then 
coolly  replied,  “Weel,  weel.  Doctor,  it  wud  hae  been  sma’  pleasure 
to  me  to  rin  about  naked  in  a  garden,  eating  green  apples.” 

Humour  among  the  clergy  was  well  represented  by 
late  Rev.  Walter  Dunlop,  of  the  U.  P.  Church,  Dumfries, 
a  faithful  and  affectionate  minister,  who  did  not  scruple  to 
let  it  be  seen  that  he  thought  the  workman  worthy  of  his 
meat: 

One  evening,  while  making  his  pastoral  visitations  among  some  of 
the  country  members  of  his  11^,  he  came  to  a  farm-house  where  he 
was  expected ;  and  the  mistress,  thinking  he  would  be  in  need  of 
refreshment,  proposed  that  he  should  take  tea  before  engaging  in 
oeereitoe,  and  s^  she  would  soon  have  it  ready.  Mr  Dunlop 
replied,  “  I  aye  tak’  my  tea  better  when  my  wark’s  dune.  I'll  ji^ 
be  gaun  on.  Ye  can  hing  the  pan  on.  an’  Isa’  the  door  ajar,  gn  111 
draw  to  a  dose  in  tho  prayer  when  I  hear  the  haam  fissin . 


Another  day,  while  engaged  in  tbe  same  duty  of  visitation,  and 
while  offering  up  prayer,  a  peculiar  sound  was  heard  to  issue  from 
bis  great-coat  pocket,  which  was  afterwards  discovered  to  have  pro¬ 
ceed^  from  a  half-choked  duck,  which  he  bad  “  go^n  in  a  pressar.” 
and  whose  neck  he  had  been  squeesing  all  tbe  time  to  prevent  its 
crying. 

On  another  occasion,  after  a  hard  day’s  labonr,  and  while  at  a 
“denner  tea,”  as  he  called  it,  he  kept  incessantly  praising  the 
“  haam,”  and  stating  that  “  Mrs  Dunlop  at  hame  was  as  fond  o’ 
haam  like  that  as  he  was,”  when  tbe  mistress  kindly  offered  to  send 
her  the  present  of  a  ham.  “  It’s  unco  kin’  o’  je,  unco  kin’,  but  I’ll 
no  pit  ye  to  the  trouble ;  I’ll  just  tak’  it  hame  on  tbe  horse  afore 
me.”  When,  on  leaving,  he  mounted,  and  tbe  ham  was  put  into  a 
sack,  but  some  difficulty  was  experienced  in  getting  it  to  lie  properly. 
His  inventive  genius  soon  cut  the  Gordian-knot.  “  I  think,  mistress, 
a  cheese  in  the  ither  en’  wad  mak’  a  gran’  balance.”  The  bint  was 
immediately  acted  on,  and,  like  another  John  Gilpin,  he  moved  away 
i  with  his  “  balance  true.” 

I  This  is  a  good  notion  strack  out  in  the  talk  of  some 
Lowland  Cattle  dealers,  overheard  in  a  public  room  at 
j  Inverary : 

I  The  subject  of  the  bravery  of  our  navy  being  started,  one  of  the 
interlocutors  expressed  his  surprise  that  Nelson  should  have  issued 
his  signal  at  Trafalgar  in  the  terms,  “  England  txpoou,'*  etc.  He  was 
I  met  with  the  answer  (which  seemed  hi^ly  satisfactory  to  (he  rest), 

!  “  Ay,  Nelson  only  said  '  arpecU’  of  the  English  ;  he  said  naething  of 
Scotland,  for  he  kent  the  Scotch  would  do  theirs.” 

Among  new  tales  of  the  past  generation  of  Scotch 
judges  we  read : 

Lord  Rockville  (the  Hon.  Alexander  Gordon,  third  son  of  the  Earl 
of  Aberdeen)  was  a  judge  distinguished  in  his  day  by  his  ability  and 
decorum.  “  He  adorned  the  bench  by  the  dignified  manliness  of  his 
'  appearance,  and  polished  urbanity  of  his  manners.”  Like  roost 
lawyers  of  his  time  be  took  the  glass  freely,  and  a  whimsical  account 
I  which  he  gave,  before  he  was  advanced  to  the  bench,  of  his  having 
fallen  upon  bis  fsoe  after  making  too  free  with  the  bottle,  was  oom- 
,  monly  current  at  the  time.”  Upon  his  appearing  rather  late  at  a 
.  convivial  club  with  a  most  rueful  expression  of  countenance,  and  on 
being  asked  what  was  the  matter,  he  exclaimed  with  great  solemnity, 

I  “  Gentlemen,  I  have  just  met  with  the  most  extraordinary  adventure 
'  that  ever  occurred  to  a  human  being.  As  I  was  walking  along  ths 
,  Grassmarket,  all  of  a  sudden  tho  ctreet  roM  np  amd  $tru^  ms  am  ths 
factr 

Of  the  family  fool.  Dean  Ramsay  quotes  some  illustra¬ 
tions  from  a  little  publication  call^  ’  The  Life  and  Death 
of  Jamie  Fleeman,  the  Laird  of  Udny’s  Fool.” 

Having  found  a  horse  shoe  on  the  road,  he  met  Mr  Craigie,  the 
minister  of  St  Fergus,  and  showed  it  to  him,  asking  in  pretended 
ignorance  what  it  was.  “Why,  Jamie,”  said  Mr  Craigie,  good- 
humouredly,  “  any  body  that  was  not  a  fool  would  know  that  is  a 
horse  shoe.”  “  A !  ”  said  Jamie,  with  affected  simplicity,  “  what  it  is 
to  be  wise — to  ken  it's  noo  a  meer’s  shoe !” 

On  another  occasion,  when  all  the  country  side  was  hastening  to 
tbe  Perth  races,  Jamie  had  cut  across  the  fields  and  reached  a  bridge 
near  the  town,  and  sat  down  upon  the  parapet.  He  commenced 
munching  away  at  a  large  portion  of  a  leg  of  mutton  which  be  bad 
somehow  become  possessed  of,  and  of  which  be  was  amaxingly  proud. 
The  laird  came  riding  past,  and  seeing  Jamie  sitting  on  the  bridge, 
accosted  him :  “  Ay,  Fleeman,  are  ye  here  already  ?  ”  “  Ou  ay,’’ 
quoth  Fleeman,  with  an  air  of  assumed  digni^  and  archness  not 
easy  to  deseri^  while  his  eye  glanced  signiffcantly  towards  ths 
mutton,  “  Ou  ay,  ye  ken  a  body  when  he  has  onythmgr 

The  Dean  closet  his  excellent  gatherings  with  some 
serious  words  on  the  social  and  religious  life  in  our  own 
day.  They  are  liberal  and  thoughtful,  and  clote  well  a 
book  that  in  its  lightest  story-tellmg  is  not  less  wise  than 
lively.  _ _ 

The  Africans  af  Home  ;  hrinp  a  Popular  Description  of 
Africa  and  the  Africans,  Condensed  from  the  Accounts 
of  African  Travellers  from  the  Time  of  Mungo  Park  to 
the  Present  Day.  By  the  Rev.  R.  M.  Macbriar,  M. A, 
Author  of  the  *  Mandingo  and  Foola  Grammars,'  dec. 
With  Map  and  numerous  Hlustrations.  Longmans. 

This  work  is  what  it  professes  to  be,  an  amusing  digest 
of  some  thirty  or  forty  volumes  by  travellers,  of  whom,  we 
are  told,  ”  some  have  not  had  the  power  of  writing  an 
”  interesting  book.”  Therefore,  an  interesting  book  has 
been  attempted  out  of  their  materials.  The  compiler,  we 
think,  would  have  done  better  justice  to  his  authorities,  and 
at  the  same  time  would  have  added  weight  to  his  state¬ 
ments,  if  he  had  condescended  to  a  little  reference  to  authors 
quoted.  Instead  of  this,  almost  every  observation  or  ad¬ 
venture  is  told — on  the  plea  of  greater  liveliness — in  the 
first  person ;  so  that  the  reader  who  skips  the  preface  and 
looks  carelessly  at  tbe  title-page,  is  likely  to  suppem  that 
Mr  Macbriar,  besides  the  regions  which  he  really  did  visit, 
has  made  personal  inspection  of  nearly  every  other  part  of 
the  vast  continent.  The  iJook,  moreover,  is  much  danced 
by  its  author’s  mistaken  notion  of  what  is  pleasant  writing, 
or  an  interesting  book.  We  are  disposed  to  yawn  when  he 
talks  about  ”  Mr  Alligator ;”  and  when  he  begins,  ”  Let  us 
“look  at  these  oyster-trees.  What!  do  oysters  grow  on 
“  trees,  like  apples  or  pears  ?  Not  exactly ;  yet  it  is  true 
“  enough  that  they  grow  on  trees ;  and^  if  you  look,”  fto. 
We  are  tempted  to  toss  tbe  work  of  the  interesting  author 
out  of  window. 

But,  due  allowance  being  made,  Mr  Macbriar  is,  in  spite 
of  himself,  worth  reading.  He  has  ooUected  rome  of 
the  best  stories  and  most  trustworthy  information  fi¬ 
nished  by  travellers,  from  Mungo  Park  down  to  Captains 
Burton  and  Speke  and  Doctors  Barth  and  Liringstone. 
Starting  from  the  western  coast,  he  gives  overly  account 
of  the  various  districts  and  tribes  extending  eastward, 
northward,  and  southward,  and  ends  his  narrative  at  Cape 
Ck>lony.  There  is  all  needful  gossip  about  beasts  and  bii^ 
and  plants.  But  the  book  is  naturally  most  full  of  descrip¬ 
tions  of  the  social  customs  of  the  numberless  races  of 
Africa ;  and  herein  is  its  chief  value.  The  reader  gets 
a  very  clear  imderstanding  of  the  strange  ways  of  the 
people,  when  they  are  aU  tersely  sketched  in  a  single 
handy  volume.  0^  these  accounts.  The  Africasu  at  Home 
deserves  to  be,  what  it  spasmodically  pants  to  be,  popular;

As  auccestively  scholar,  tutor,  and  examiner.  Professor 
Eogers  has,  during  eighteen  years,  had  ofpportnnity  of 
studying  Oxford  University  life.  He  now  describes  it, 
setting  forth  not  only  what  is  to  be  learnt  at  Oxford,  but 
also  his  views  as  to  the  desirable  modiflcations  of  the  edu¬ 
cational  system  of  that  University. 

There  have  been  two  main  crises  in  its  history.  Great 
in  the  days  of  Roger  !Bacon,  Grostete,  and  Wyclif,  Oxford 
learning  gradually  fell  to  ^  hardly  more  than  a  network 
<tf  BoholastM  sub^ties.  Which  many  leaders  of  the  Refor¬ 
mation  were  willing  to  sweep  away  altogether,  Vhen 
Archbishop  Laud’s  Act  of  1680  ejected  a  great  change. 
By  ft  the  power  was  taken  to  a  large  extent  out  of  the 
hands  of  students,  as  simple  members  of  the  I^iversity, 
Wnd  vested  ia  the  colleges.  In  consequence  it  became 
Heedful  for  every  student  and  graduate  to  be  a  member  of 
some  college  or  hall.  But  around  the  good  issue  of  the 
Laudian  revolution  many  abuses  had  fastened  in  the  coutw 
of  two  centuries,  and  in  1864  the  constitution  was  again 
remodelled.  This  reform  preserved  the  old  statutes  In 
their  integrity,  and  sought  only  to  improve  the  constitu¬ 
tion  'df  the  colleges.  Mr  Rogers’s  very  reasonable  com¬ 
plaint  is  that  this  was  not  enough.  “  The  University,”  he  j 
says,  “  was  still  left  in*  the  same  ni^tive  position  as 
Before,  overwhelmed  by  a  wies  of  powerful  interests, 

«  generally  harmonious,  and  only  slightly  antagonistic.” 

In  the  monopoly  of  the  colleges  are  two  fruitful  evils. 
By  tbehr  exclusive  spirit.  University  education  is  made  ftir 
too  expensive ;  and  it  is  virtnally  almost  cut  off  from  non¬ 
conformists.  The  first  presses  upon  the  whole  nation,  but 
the  second,  as  a  question  of  religious  liberty,  is  nearly  as 
important. 

TBe  prchent  expense  of  passing  a  young  man  through 
Okford,  Mr  Rogers  averages  at  a  thousand  pounds ;  and 
he  says  that  the  thing  ought  to  be  done  for  a  tenth  part  of 
the ’money.  Ifie  University  fees  are,  as  they  ought  to  be, 
very  frifiing ;  but  as  long  as  it  is  necessary  for  young  men 
supplied  with  independent  means,  variously  and  often 
largely,  to  assemble  in  large  numbers,  within  college- walls, 
no  one  can  wonder  at  the  spread  of  extravagant  habits. 
There  appears  to  be  only  one  remedy.  “  There  must  be 
'♦‘accorded  a  power  of  becoming  members  of  the  University 
without  the  necessity  of  residence  in  any  existing  college  or 
hall ;  ”  that  is,  it  nnnt  be  possible  for  any  authorised 
Inemb^  of  the  University  to  receive  into  his  house  students 
Whom,  tinfler  properly  rutilated  discipline,  he  may  train 
-and  send  up  *for  their  degrees.  Borne  such  plan  is  adopted 
at  Edinburgh  and  Glasgow,  and  in  the  medical  schools  of 
the  metropolis,  and  it  is  found  to  work  well. 

Sonlb  measure  of  this  sort,  also,  would  be  the  best 
possible  boon  to  Dissenters.  .  By  the  recent  statute,  non¬ 
conformists  may  become  Bachelors  of  Arts  ‘provided  they 
belong  to  «  pollegc  or  ball.  But  no  existing  orthodox 
collage  will  admit  them  without  subscription  to  the  articles, 
and  it  is  •almost  impossible,  as  it  would  be  utterly  inad¬ 
visable,  to  found  a  new  one  exclusively  on  their  behalf. 
Therefore  the  statute  may  be  said  to  be  .practically  void. 
If  they  could  be  privately  trained,  of  course  in  Oxfo^,  and 
under  close  supervision  of  the  University,  Dissenters  would 
attend  in  crowds,  and,  while  receiving  their  due,  would  add 
life  to  ‘the  University.  Something,  says  the  author,  must 
be  done.  Notwithstanding  the  new  benefits  offered,  the. 
number  of  students  at  Oxford  is  steadily  decreasing. 

Out  of  a  liberal  love  for  his  University  and  for  the  cause 
of  national  education,  Mr  Rogers  offers  advice,  not  only' 
upon  the  points  we  have  alluded  to,  but  upon  many  smaller 
matters.  In  much  he  echoes  the  wise  speech  with  which 
the  late  Sir  'William  Hamilton,  many.yenrs  ago,  roused 
anger  in  ’the  hearts  of  Oxford  educational  conservatives 
And  this  new  protest,  fitting  to  the  needs  of  the  present 
day,  claims  also  to  be  heaid  for  its  vigour  and  sound  sense. 
It  is  only,  however,  in  a  subsidiary  way  that  Mr  Rogers 
appears  as  a  reforme)-.  The  bulk  of  his  book  is,  as  we 
have  said,  a  simple  rehearsal  of  the  existing  state  of  odu 
cation  in  Oxford.  Cmicemkig  this  port  we  need  only  re 
oord  our  hearty  commendation  of  it  for  its  clearness  and

India,  'as  ttoat  df  eur  readera  know,  is  at  'the  present 
moment,  and  after  a  oentnry  of  British  rule,  very  much 
la  the  condition  in  Which  ^gland  was  in  the  dark  ages, 
-i-ever  lithle  to  faftrines  in  one  quarts  of  it  or  another, 
from  the  absence  of  roads  and  camals,  of  capital  and 
of  enterprise,  to  enable  the  exuberance  of  one  part  of  our 
empire,  which  embraces  four-and-twenty  degrees  of  lati¬ 
tude,  to  supply  the  deficiencies  of  another.  Droughts  are 
the  cause  (tf  famines  in  India,  even  more  surely  than  cold 
and  floods  Were  in  rude  England,  and  irrigation  does  even 
more  for  India  than  drainage  has  done  for  England ;  but 
works  of  irrigation,  although  capital  invested  in  them  has 
proved  to  be  the  most  profitable  of  all  investments,  are  up 
to  the  present  time  few  and  inadequate,  and  of  the  practical 
result  of  their  neglect  we  have  a  fetal  example  in  the 
existing  famine,  of  whicli  the  scene  is  the  valley  Of  the 
Ganges,  hy  nature  the  most  fertile  portion  of  all  India. 
This  calamity,  to  say  nothing  of  the  loss  of  half  a  million 
of  human  beings,  British  subjects,  it  is  calculated  will 
produce  a  loss  of  4,000,000/.,  that  is  of  a  tithe  of  the 
very  revenue  which  for  a  good  century  has  been  the  main 
object  of  our  grasping  and  short-sighted  pursuit.  The  In¬ 
dian  administration  demands  a  reform  b^ering  on  revo¬ 
lution,  for  even  now  it  is  but  the  veiled  body  of  the  old 
abuse.

Some  of  our  readers  who  heard  Mr  Montgomery  Stuart’s 
scholarly  and  thoughtful  Lectures  upon  the  Influence  of 
Italian  on  English  Literature  and  upon  half-a-dozcn  of  the 
plays  of  Shakespeare  a  few  seasons  ago,  will  be  glad  to 
know  that  this  gentleman  has 'now  commenced  a  course  of 
lectures  upon  Macbiavelli,  of  men  much  talked  of  the  least 
understood.  Intimate  acquaintance  with  Italian  litera¬ 
ture,  independent  thought,  and  above  all  a  long  special 
study  of  his  author,  ensure  for  Mr  Stuart’s  present  lectures 
an  interest  even  surpassing  that  of  their  predecessors. 

The  second  lecture  of  the  course  was  delivered  on  Tues¬ 
day  lost,  at  1  Hyde-park  place  West.  It  examined  in 
detail  the  successive  embassies  of  Macbiavelli,  and  showed 
the  connection  between  them  and  the  theories  subsequently 
developed  in  ‘The  Prince,’  ‘The  Discourses,’  and  ‘The 
Florentine  History.’  Mr  Stuart  pointed  out  how  the  expe¬ 
rience  of  Macbiavelli  as  an  envoy  to  the  Courts  not  only 
of  Louis  the  Twelfth  of  France,  the  Emperor  Maximilian 
of  Germany,  and  Pope  Julius  the  Second,  but  of  Caesar 
Borgia  and  such  petty  despots  as  the  Baglioni  of  Perugia 
and  the  Petrucci  of  Sienna,  was  reflected  in  every  page  of 
his  writings,  and  bad  shaped  the  course  of  his  national 
policy.  This  diplomatic  career  was  employed  in  imploring 
sometimes  the  aid,  sometimes  the  forgiveness,  of  this 
that -sovereign ;  in  begging  loans  of  soldiery,  often  with¬ 
held  after  they  had  been  solemnly  promised ;  in  negocia- 
tions,  at  every  step  Uf  which  he  must  have  felt  the  humilia¬ 
tion  df  bis  country’s  dependence  on  the  goodwill  of  foreign 
Powers.  He  had  returned  but  a  short  time  from  a  mis¬ 
sion  to  Louis  the  Twelfth  to  explain  away  on  the  pa^t  of 
the  Florentine  Republic  the  relations  into  which  it  had 
entered  with  the  German  Emperor,  when,  after  several 
months  vainly  spent  by  him  in  the  attempt  to  organise  as 
military  the  country  population  subject  to  Florence,  the 
Revolution  took  place  by  which  he  lost  his  public  employ¬ 
ments,  and  was  consigned  to  the  retirement  of  that  private 
life  in  which  his  Chief  'works  were  composed.  The  true 
standard  by  which  many  of  'those  despatches,  should  be 
tried  was  that  furnished  by  the  chroniclers  of  Machiavelli’s 
own  times.  One  of  the  most  celebrated  of  these  despatches 
that  recounting  the  manner  in  which  Cmsar  Borgia  got 
into  Lis  power  and  made  away  with  the  petty  tyrants,  his 
rivals — has  been  altogether  misconceived.  It  should  be 
read  in  the  same  spirit  'in  which  we  ‘shonld  read  the 
despatch  Which  a  foreign  Minister  might  have  written  to 
his  Court  from  8t  Petersburg  after  the  death  of  the  Em¬ 
peror  Paul;  or  the  communications  transmitted  by  a  resi¬ 
dent  at  some  native  Indian  Court,  after  -witnessing  a  revo 
lution  of  the  Palace,  to  the  Governor-General. 

The  detailed  account  of  Machiavelli’s  embassies  was 
prefaced  by  a  general  outline  of  the  Florentine  diplomacy 
during  the  period  of  the  Republic,  and  followed  by  a  sketch 
of  the  successive  Tuscan  diplomatists  who,  after  its  f^, 
served  the  Grand  Dukes  of  the  House  of  Medici;  and 
Mr  Stuart  again  called  attention  to  a  subject  which  had 
been  broached  by  him  in  the  lectures  given  on  previous 
occasions — the  amount  of  light  to  be  thrown  on  our  own 
annals  by  the  voluminous  correspondence  ‘of  the  Tuscan 
envoys  in  England  in  the  Florentine  archives.

A  new  French  slang  dictionary,  ‘  les  Excentricit^s  du  Lan- 
gage  Francois,’  by  M.  Lor6dan  Laroby,  compiles  and  inter¬ 
prets  a  full  body  of  the  argot  of  the  present  day,  and  is 
already  in  its  second  edition.  A  volume  of  collected  essays 
and  literary  reviews,  by  M.  Ernest  Bersot,  critic  of  the 
Eibats,  appears  under  the  title  of  ‘  Lithfrature  et  Morale.’ 
It  includes  studies  of  Voltaire  and  B6ranger,  articles  on  M. 
Michelet,  Father  Ventura,  M.  Renan,  Ac.  The  valuable 
‘  History  of  the  Reformation  and  Reformers  of  Geneva”  by 
M.  Charpenne,  to  which  is  added  the  letter  written  by  Car¬ 
dinal  Sadolet  to  the  Geneveae  to  recover  thom  to  the  CathoKo 
Church,  and  Calvin’s  answer,  is  a  book  of  higher  aim  than 
any  we  have  named. 

Doctor  F.  L.  W.  Schwartz  has  written  a  book,  published 
last  year  in  Berlin,  on  the  Source  of  Mythology  studied  in 
Greek  and  German  tradition.  Here  the  realities  of  Cloud, 
Storm,  Thunder  and  Lightning,  Rain  and  Rainbow,  first  evi¬ 
dences  of  a  higher  world,  appear  as  the  core  of  mytimlo^.

Mountains  and  fairy  gardens,  too, 
I  were  seen  in  clouds,  celestial  ivy  and  vine  ruM  tod  drops 
earthward  in  the  lightning.  "When  the  sky  is  considered  "not 
as  ocean  but  as  land,  the  nearenly  floor,  heavenly  bulls  roar 
or  the  heavenly  coursers  tramp  in  thunder.  The  dooter 
sees  in  Neptune’s  trident  lightning;  l^tnipgadso  in  tfae<staff 
of  Mercury.  The  wild  train  of  Bacchus  >  is  the  r^  of 'the 
storm,  Uie  lightning  will  then  represent  the  -hnulk^  vines, 
and-rain  is  liquor.  The  theory  is  fanciful,  and  is  worked  out 
with  a  true  German  intensity.

Mr  Phelp$  in  King  Lear, 

The  Kinif  Lettf  of  Mr  Phelps,  which  has  hcbn  played  in 
sdtematiou  with  the  Mamtet  of  Fechter,  draws  full 
housee  fo  the  Princess’s.  Itt  the*  opening  of  the  play  the 
Uctof  repreCentf  the  Leaf  of  the  old  legend.  Infirm  with 
ege  he  is  fed  to  his  seat.  His  hands  tremble,  and  eyery- 
ffong  indicates  the  weakness  of  body,  in  which  a  weak 
mind  is  working.  Mr  Phelps  acts  the  scene  well,  marks 
strongly  the  tenderness  for  Cordelia,  and  delicately  traces 
a  gra^tion  through  which  Lear’s  nind  passes  as  his  loye 
for  her  turns  to  a  wrath  that  is  effectiyely  expressed.  The 
whole  first  act  is  an  actor’s  triumph;  the  curse  upon 
(jloueiil,  spoken,  as  the  whole  character  is  eonceiyed,  with  a 
sense  rather  of  the  pathetic  than  the  terrible,  being  the 
beet  part  of  k.  Neyertheless  it  is  not  here  that  Mr  Phelps 
pleases  us  best,  miss,  what  we  haye  never  firirly  seen 
upon  tlie  stage,  ihe  majesty  of  absolute  dominion  in  the 
royal  Lear  whom  Shakespeare  brought  into  grand  contrast 
with  the  Dear  in  the  storm,  slave  of  the  elements,  “a  poor 
infirm,  weak,  and  despised  old  man,’’  who  goes  shivering 
to  the  straw  of  the  hovel.  If  anywhere,  the  late  manager 
•of^  the  Princess’s,  who  delighted  in  spectacle,  might  in  the 
first  scene  of  Lear  have  piled  barbaric  pomp  upon  the 
«tage.  But  he  was  apt  at  missing  a  poetical  intention. 
Mr  Phelps  does'  not,  we  think,  make  full  use'  of  all  the 
Mints  given  by  Shakespeare  to  the  actor  fof  expressing  the 
imperious  habit  of  Ring  Lear  who  had  grown  old  in  des¬ 
potic'  rule.  Even  ki  hia  entry  from  the  hunt,  when  at 
Albedos  oastle,  with  the  ‘^Let  me  not  Wait  a  jot  for 
dinner/’  Which  Mr  Charles  Rean  interpreted  as  the 
tSordi  of  ft  jovially  hungry  man,  (generally  treating 
Rear  at  this  stage  of  his  tragedy  as  a  comic  charac¬ 
ter,)  Mr  Phelps  turns  to  no  account.  In  the  first  scene 
the  impatient  majesty  upon  which  Shakespeare  dwelt 
had  bera  sacrificed  to  representation  of  the  age  and 
infirmity  of  which  alone  the  legend  teaches  us.  But 
the  infimity  has  in  a  great  measure  to  be  laid  aside.  The 
shaking  Head  and  trembling  hands  cannot  be  carried  through 
the  play.’  Thus  there  is  double  loss  rather  than  gain  in 
laying  at  the  outset  too  much  stress  upon  infirmity.  There 
is,  we  think,  another  shortcoming  in  the  early  part  of  Mr 
Phelps’s  Lear.  "With  singular  literalness  Shakespeare 
indicates  to  the  actor,  of  Leaf  the  exact  course  of  the 
'Change  to  madness.  It  is  preceded  by  a  pang  of  terror  in 
the  dose  of  the  first  act,

We  also  desire,  in  our  humble  sphere 
to  exprees  our  thanks  to  the  Emperor  for  the  abolition  of  poMports 
between  France  and  England,  a  measure  which  greatly  nurilitates 
friendly  relations  and  visits  between  the  two  countries.  Weum-e 
pleated  to  teethe  Emperor  devoting  hit  exalted  capacity  to  the  develop^ 
ment  of  the  material  protperity  of  the  people^  and  we  have  faith  in  his 
constant  wish  to  maintain  between  France  and  Great  Britain  that 
good  intelligence  so  neoessary  for  the  peace  of  the  world.  (Here 
follow  eighty-nine  signatures.) 

The  captueb  of  Mttho,  an  important  town  in  Cochin  China,  is 
announced  in  a  letter  from  Vice-Admiral  Chamer.  The  town  was 
captured  on  the  1 3th  of  April,  with  the  loss  only  of  one  offioer.  “  The 
occupation  of  this  town,”  says  La  Patrie,  “  which  is  at  the  southern 
extremity  of  Cambodge  (Lower  Cochin  China),  aasures  to  us  the 
entire  possession  of  a  country  which  may  be  oonaidered  one  of  ths 
richest  of  Asia,  and  which  from  the  amount  and  variety  of  its  produoe 
will  become  a  flourishing  colony  for  France.”  A  reinforcement  of 
1,760  soldiers  has  been  despatched  to  tbe  French  expeditionary  corps 
in  Cochin  China. 

The  Moniteur  of  yesterday  publishes  a  decree  according  to  which 
all  the  French  seaports  and  tbe  enstom-houses  at  Lillp«  Valenciennes, 
Tourcoing,  and  Roubaix  are  open  for  the  importation  of  cotton  yam 
of  certain  numbers.  Another  decree  orders  that  all  the  articles  of  tbe 
Treaty  of  Commerce  between  France  and  Belgium  shall  also  be  ap¬ 
plied  in  favour  of  England. 

SOUTHERN  ITALY. 

SiONOR  Di  Niosa  has  addressed  to  the  Government  a  report  of 
his  administration  at  Naples,  in  which  he  seta  forth  the  difficulties 
of  all  kinds  against  which  he  had  to  contend,  and  though  he  admits 
that  these  obstacles  are  not  completely  removed,  he  judges  that  on 
the  whole  tbe  Italian  Government  has  no  reason  to  be  discontented 
with  tbe  state  of  affairs  in  Southern  Italy.  Tbe  report  mentions 
the  enormous  number  of  the  clergy.  While  in  France  eighty  prelates 
are  considered  enough  for  a  population  of  36,000,000,  the  Neapolitan 
provinces,  including  Sicily,  with  a  population  of  a  little  more  than 
7,000,000,  have  no  less  than  ninety-seven  prelates.  As  to  the  monks 
it  has  as  yet  been  impossible  to  count  them ;  there  are  something 
like  10,000  of  the  mendicant  order  alone. 

A  telegram  from  Naples  of  the  evening  of  the  29th  alt.  says : 

The  brigands  who  attacked  the  city  of  Sora  were  commanded  by 
Chiavone.  On  being  pursued  by  the  Italian  forces,  they  recrossed 
the  Roman  frontier,  after  burning  the  village  of  Castelluccio.  M.  di 
San  Martino  has  inaugurated  his  government  with  great  firmness. 
He  has  despatched  orders  to  tbe  provinces  to  su^nd  the  execution 
of  the  brigands  who  had  been  condemned.  The  trial  of  Duka 
Cajanello  ia  drawing  to  a  close.  He  is  treated  with  great  kindness. 

Rohe,  May  29. 

The  Pontifical  Government  has  entered  into  negotiations  with 
the  Powers  for  the  preservation  of  the  Papal  territory.  Secret  orders 
have  been  given  for  the  organisation  of  reactionary  committees  in 
the  Pontifical  provinces  which  have  been  annexed  to  Sardinia.  A 
very  impressive  and  popular  manifestation  took  place  on  Monday  last 
as  the  Pope  was  passing  through  the  streets.  Francis  II  does  not 
intend  to  quit  Rome. 

RUSSIAN  POLAND. 

The  Administration  of  Poland  has  been  provisionally  entmstsd 
to  General  Soukhozanett,  Minister  of  War,  with  the  rights  of  a  lien- 
tenant  of  the  Emperor.  He  is  to  be  assisted  by  General  Milatine,  who 
will  direct  the  Ministry  of  War.  It  is  asserted  that  MM.  Platanoff  and 
Karnicki  have  been  relieved  of  their  functions.  The  latter  has  left  with 
bis  wife  for  his  estate  in  Lithuania.  On  Monday  and  Tuesday  conflicts 
between  the  police  and  the  people  took  place  before  the  Carmelite 
Church  at  Warsaw,  occasioned  by  the  former  taking  down  the  names  of 
those  who  sang  tbe  national  hymn.  Gendarmes  were  despatched  to  ths 
scene  of  the  disturbances,  and  re-estsblished  order.  A  proclamation 
signed  by  the  Governor’s  deputy  has  been  posted  up  at  the  corners  of 
the  streets  exhorting  the  people  to  keep  the  peace,  otherwise,  it  says, 
severe  measures  will  be  taken. 

MONTENEGRO. 

The  Patrie  of  Thursday  evening  says:  “The  International 
Commiision  on  the  affairs  of  the  Herzegovina  held  their  first 
sitting  at  Mdstar  on  the  25th  insL  Omar  Pasha  is  about  to  address 
a  note  to  the  Prince  of  Montenegro,  urging  him  to  observe  the 
stipulations  of  the  convention  of  1869.  It  is  said  that  an  ultimatum 
will  afterwards  be  sent  to  the  Prince,  which,  if  rejected,  will  be 
followed  by  hostilities.”  A  telegram  from  Coiutantinople,  dated  tbe 
30th  ult,  announce!  another  massacre  by  Montenegrins  of  Mussul¬ 
mans,  who  were  escorting  a  convoy  of  provisions  destined  for  the 
city  of  Niksicb.  Omer  Pasha  has  arrived  at  Bosna  Seraj. 

CHINA. 

The  advices  feom.Shanohai  are  to  the  9th  inst  Admiral  Hope^ 
with  tbe  expedition  that  proceeded  up  the  Yangtze,  had  returned, 
and  the  river  has  been  declared  open  to  foreign  trade.  Admiral 
Hope  went  up  the  river  about  160  miles  above  Hankow.  Subse¬ 
quently  to  the  departure  of  the  expedition  from  Hankow  there  was 
a  report  that  the  rebels  were  approaching  it.  This  caused  a  panie, 
and  the  city  was  being  deserted.  Mr  Parkes  remained  at  Nankin  to 
endeavour  to  arrange  with  tbe  insurgents  that  they  should  not  inter¬ 
fere  with  the  places  where  foreigners  resided,  but  without  getting 
any  promise  or  guarantee  to  this  effect.  The  Committee  of  ths 
Shanghai  Chamber  of  Commerce  that  accompanied  Admiral  Hope's 
expedition  have  iuued  their  report.  The  small  party  of  travellers 
that  accompanied  the  expedition,  with  the  iuteotion  of  prosecuting 
the  journey  into  India  through  Thibet,  left  the  expedition  at  tbs 
furthest  point,  and  the  Chinese  officials  at  Hankow  promised  their 
protection  through  the  country  occupied  by  the  Imperialists.  The 
dates  from  Tientsin  are  to  the  30th  of  March.  Mr  Bruoe  arrived  at 
Pekin  on  the  26th. 

FOREIGN  GLEANINGS. 

It  is  asserted  on  semi-official  authority  that  negotiations  between 
Paris  and  Turin,  and  Paris  and  Rome,  with  a  view  to  the  withdrawal 
of  the  French  army  of  occupation,  are  still  actively  going  uo,  and 
that  in  consequence  of  them  M.  de  Grammon^  who  was  alxmt  to 
leave  Rome  for  Vichy,  has  been  ordered  to  remain  at  his  post  till  the 
10th  or  16th  of  June. 

It  is  rumoured  that  M.  Guizot  and  his  son  have  turned  Roman 
Catholics ;  an^  moreover,  that  M.  Guisot,  jun.,  means  to  solicit  ths 
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TotM  of  an  eminently  Catbolio  conitituenc^  in  the  louth  of  France  at 
the  next  general  election  of  the  Corps  Legulatif. 

The  International  Conference  at  Constantinople  has  accepted  the 
proposition  of  France,  that  Syria  should  be  goremed  by  a  single 
Christian  Chief. 

M.  Lesseps  has  by  ^is  time  reached  Alexandria.  The  MaUa  Timm 
■ays  he  has  pledged  himself  to  hare  the  Isthmus  of  Sues  Canal  in 
such  a  state  of  progress  by  the  end  of  one  year  as  to  permit  of  small 
yessels  passing  from  one  sea  to  the  other. 

Prince  NaTOleon  and  the  Princess  Clotilde  will  leare  Paris  to¬ 
morrow  for  Algeria.  They  will  afterwards  risit  Spain  and  Syria. 

The  Madrid  Gatette  announces  that  the  Queen  of  Spain  has  sent  the 
usual  notice  to  all  the  bishops  of  the  kingdom,  mentioning  that  she 
has  entered  the  last  month  of  her  pregnancy,  and  requesting  them  to 
hare  prayers  offered  up  for  her  safe  delivery. 

It  is  believed  that  there  is  a  probability  of  the  fall  of  the  Emperor 
of  Morocco,  with  whom  Soliman  Abbas  disputes  the  throne.  The 
Kabyles  support  the  Emperor,  while  the  army  u  favourable  to  Soliman. 
The  Spanish  journals  assert  that  England  §i»o  favours  the  pretensions 
of  Solunan. 

The  members  of  the  different  Academies  of  the  Institut  de  France 
assembly  on  Monday,  and  by  ninety-six  against  fifty  rotes  confirmed 
the  choioe  of  M.  Thiers  for  the  Emperor^  prize  of  20,000f.  for  his 
IlUtory  qf  the  Cotuulate  and  the  Empire. 

The  Opmion  Nationale,  referring  to  the  animosity  of  the  Orleanists 
of  the  Academy  towards  George  Sand,  says  a  tpiritueHU  thing  which 
will  not  soon  be  forgotten:  “Every  party  in  France  finds  in  the 
almanac  a  favourite  month.  In  this  case  those  who  love  July 
indemnify  themselves  for  the  vengeance  which  they  dare  not  take  in 
December,  by  falling  foul  of  February.” 

In  addition  to  the  severe  sentence  passed  by  the  Paris  Correctional 
Tribunal  on  M.  Dumineray,  the  publisher,  and  M.  Bean,  the  printer 
of  the  Duke  d’Aumale's  pamphle^  Count  de  Persigny  has  revoked 
their  licenses,  and  thereby  done  his  utmost  to  reduce  them  and  their 
families  to  beggary. 

Some  of  the  German  journals  state  that  Prince  Mettemich,  the 
Austrian  ambassador  at  the  French  court,  on  seeing  M.  Wagner  leave 
Paris  after  the  failure  of  his  Tannhua$er^  sent  him  twenty-five  bottles 
of  his  Johannisberger  as  a  consolation. 


October,  Omar  Pasha  sent  him  a  polite  note,  inviting  him  to  recross 
the  Prutb,  with  the  alternative  of  being  attacked  in  his  usurped 
position.

The  Duke  of  SomtRsxT  moved  the  second  reading  of  the  Offieert  qf 
Reeerve  (^Royal  Na»y)  BiR,  the  obiect  of  which  was  to  enrol  a  certain 
number  of  persons  from  the  merchant  service  as  masters  and  mates, 
with  a  view  to  their  serving  the  navy  on  any  emergency,  ^e 
measure  was  vehemently  opposed  by  Lord  Hxrdwicxb,  but  Lord 
GRAmruxa  and  Lord  Grit  supported  it,  while  Lord  Malmssburt, 
though  not  opposed  to  the  principle  of  the  Bill,  thought  it  at  the 
present  time  unnecessary.  On  a  division  the  numbers  were,— for 
the  second  reading,  69 ;  against  it,  66.  The  BiU  wat  therqfore  read  a 
eeeond  time. 

Lord  Carnahtoit  called  the  attention  of  the  Government  to  the 
death  of  the  Druse  Chief,  Said  Bey,  in  prison  at  Beyrout,  and  asked 
whether  the  report  that  Said  Bey  had  been  poisoned  was  true. 
Lord  Stratford  db  Rbdcliffb  asxed  whether  the  telegram  which 
announced  the  appointment  of  a  Christian  Governor  of  the  Lebanon 
was  true,  and  whaler  due  arrangements  had  been  made  for  an  early 
evacuation  of  Syria  by  the  French  troops.  Lord  Wodbhousb  said 
that  there  wu  every  reason  to  believe  that  Said  Bey  had  died,  not 
from  poison,  but  from  natural  causes.  The  proposition  for  appoint¬ 
ing  a  Christian  Governor  of  the  Lebanon  was  still  under  consi^ration 
at  Constantinople. 

Friday,  May  81. — Lord  Rxdbsdalb  moved  that  the  standing  order 
186,  concerning  Private  BiUt,  be  considered  in  order  to  its  being 
amended  to  the  following  effect :  “  That  no  provision  authorising  any 
company  to  raise  money,  or  to  subscribe  towards,  or  to  guarantee  any

THE  EOVSE  OF  COMMONS. 

Monday,  May  27. — On  the  order  for  going  into  Committee  upon 
the  Cuetome  and  Inland  Revenue  BiU,  Mr  Kswoboatb  moved  a  reso- 
I  lution,  “  That  whereas  the  embodiment  of  the  principal  financial 
{  proposals  of  the  Government  in  one  Bill  unduly  increases  the  power 
of  the  Government  over  the  taxation  of  this  country  and  the  interests 
,  thereby  affected,  limits  inconveniently  the  action  of  this  house,  and 
would  annul  the  well-ascertained  function  and  privilege  of  the 
House  of  Lords,  it  be  an  instruction  to  the  Committee  to  divide  the 
I  Customs  and  Inland  Revenue  Bill,  so  that  each  of  the  taxes  to  which 
it  relates  may  be  separately  treated.”  In  bringing  before  the 
house  the  operative  part  of  this  motion,  he  disolaimra  all  intention 
of  unduly  intruding  upon  its  attention,  or  of  embarraseiog  the 
Government.  Entertaining  a  firm  conviction  of  the  truth  of  the 
several  propositions  upon  which  the  resolution  was  baaed,  and 
which  he  enforced  by  argument,  he  felt  bound  by  a  strong  sense 
of  duty,  he  said,  to  urge  its  a^ption.  If  this  question  was  not 
taken  up  by  the  leaders  of  the  Opposition,  it  ought  to  have  been 
raised,  he  contended,  by  independent  members  of  the  advanced 
Liberal  party.  Reference  would  be  made  to  the  preoedents  of  1787 
and  1800 ;  but  he  denied  that  these  preoedents  were  applicable  to 
the  present  case,  and  appealed  from  them  to  the  common  sense  and 
common  knowledge  of  the  house,  cautioning  it  against  establishing 
a  precedent  which  might  have  coneequencee  dangerous  to  the  Con¬ 
stitution.  By  passing  the  Bill  in  its  present  form,  the  free  action 
of  the  House  of  Lords  would  be  crippled  W  an  unworthy  stratagem. 
The  resolution  having  been  put  from  the  (^ir,  and  no  other  member 
rising,  the  Cuancxllor  of  the  ExeaxauxR  observed  that  the 
house  seemed  to  be  of  opinion  that  the  subject  bad  been  thoroughly 
discussed,  and  Mr  Nbwdxoatb,  be  thought,  had  not  sueoeeded  in 
presenting  any  new  or  material  arguments  from  his  point  of  view.

The  admiral  was  influentially 
connected  with  the  railways  of  the  country  from  their  commence¬ 
ment,  and  took  an  active  part  in  the  promotion  of  the  London  and 
Birmingham  line.  Admiral  Moorsom  entered  the  navy  in  1809,  and 
saw  a  great  deal  of  active  service  during  the  war,  and  at  the  defence 
of  Cadiz,  in  the  Basque  Roads,  off  the  coast  of  Brazil,  on  the  cout  of 
North  America,  and  at  the  bombardment  of  Algiers. 


THE  QUEEN  AND  COURT. 

Z  Hbr  Majbstt  and  the  Royal  Family  remain  at  Osborne,  but  are 
expected  to  return  to  Buckingham  Palace  early  next  week.  At  the 
drawing-room  to  be  held  on  the  19th  inst  all  ladies  are  to  appear  in 
mourning.  The  ladies  of  the  Corps  Diplomatique,  the  wives  of  Cabinet 
Ministers,  and  of  her  Majesty’s  Household,  will  wear  deep  crape 
mourning  with  black  ornaments.  All  other  ladies  attending  the 
Court  will  appear  in  black,  with  black  feathers,  lappets,  and  gloves  ; 
diamonds  may  be  worn.  Ladies  to  be  presented  on  their  marriage, 
and  young  unmarried  ladies  to  be  presented  for  tbe  first  time,  may 
appear  in  white.  Her  Majes^’s  birthday  will  be  kept  on  W^es- 
day,  the  10th  of  July.  The  Prince  Consort  will  preside  at  tbe  in¬ 
auguration  of  the  Royal  Horticultural  Gardens,  at  South  Kensing¬ 
ton,  on  Wednesd^  next,  accompanied  by  the  junior  members  of  the 
Royal  Family.  The  National  Zeitung  states  that  the  Crown  Prince 
and  Crown  Princess  of  Prussia  intend  to  pay  a  visit  of  some  weeks’ 
duration  to  the  English  Court  about  the  commencement  of  July. 
Prince  Alfred,  who  is  now  on  his  way  to  Canada,  is  expected  at 
home  for  a  month’s  leave  of  absence  towards  tbe  end  of  August 

IMPERIAL  PARLIAMENT. 

THE  HOUSE  OF  LORDS. 

Tuesday,  May  28. — Lord  Brouobam  called  tbe  attention  of  the 
Government  to  the  neceentg  of  urging  the  cultivation  of  cotton  upon  the 
varioue  Colonial  GovemmenU.  The  Duke  of  Newcastle  reminded 
Lord  Brougham  that  the  cultivation  of  cotton  in  the  colonies  did  not 
depend  so  much  upon  soil  and  climate  as  upon  a  supply  of  labour. 
Tbe  Government  did  not  intend  to  stimulate  tbe  cultivation  of 
cotton  by  bounties  or  any  direct  remuneration,  but  had  taken 
measures  to  promote  the  emigration  of  Coolies  from  India,  in  order 
to  supply  the  want  of  labour  in  the  West  India  and  other  colonial 
markets. 

The  Duke  of  Newcastle  moved  the  second  reading  of  the  New 
Provincet  {New  Zealand)  Bill,  and  briefly  stated  that  the  measure 
proposed  to  give  effect  to  certain  measures  passed  by  the  New 
Zealand  General  Assembly  for  the  creation  of  new  provinces  in  that 
colony.  Lord  Grey  bad  no  objection  to  the  purpose  of  the  Bill,  but 
thought  it  ought  not  to  be  passed  without  attention  being  called  to 
the  deplorable  state  of  things  in  New  Zealand.  We  bad  already 
suffer^  and  inflicted  much  damage,  and  tbe  reinforcementa  we  had 
been  obliged  to  send  thither  would  have  a  material  effect  in  dimin¬ 
ishing  the  surplus  of  tbe  Chancellor  of  tbe  Exchequer.  ^  Having  | 
regretted  that  no  efforts  had  been  made  to  arrest  hostilities,  and 
having  discussed  the  remote  causes  of  the  war,  he  entered  into  a  con- 1 
sideration  of  its  immediate  origin,  and  remtted  that  a  policy  had  been  | 

ftursued  in  total  op^ition  to  the  general  principles  laid  down  by  the 
ate  Governor,  Sir  G.  Grey,  who,  not  contented  with  mero  laws,  had  * 
done  his  best  to  win  the  affections  of  the  natives.  Had  Sir  G.  Grey’s ; 
policy  been  carried  out  this  great  end  might  have  been  reached ;  but 
no  blame  could  be  imputed  to  the  Governor,  as  it  was  impossible  for 
him  under  the  present  constitution  of  the  colony — a  constitution 
granted  to  the  colony  before  it  was  fitted  for  it — ^to  carry  out  any 
definite  line  of  policy.  He  urged,  therefore,  that  her  Majestyx

COLONIAL  NEWS 


INDIA. 

Tbb  Overland  Mail  from  Calcutta  is  to  the  22nd  of  April.  It 


brings  to  England  the  report  of  tbe  commission  which  has  been  sit¬ 
ting  in  Calcutta  to  arrange  tbe  details  of  the  amalgamation  of  the 
armies,  an  outline  of  which  appears  in  our  military  news.  It  was 
finally  amended  and  approved  of  by  the  Supreme  Council  on  tbe  19th 
ult.  Mr  Laing  was  to  produce  the  budget  of  1861-2  and  make  his 
financial  statement  in  tbe  Legislative  Council  on  the  27th  ult.  In  a 
debate  in  the  Legislative  Council  on  tbe  20th  ult.,  the  Chief  Justice 
questioned  the  power  of  the  Governor-General  in  Council  to  make 
grants  of  crown  land  in  India  without  the  orders  of  the  Secretary  of 
State  in  CounciL  The  Scinde  Railway  has  been  thrown  open  as  far 
as  Kotree,  110  miles  from  Kurracbee.  A  special  train  started  on  the 
Stb,  and  general  traffic  commenced  on  the  18th  ult.  A  new  planet 
has  been  discovered  by  the  Madras  government  astronomer.  It  is  to 
be  called  Asia.  This  is  the  first  discovery  of  the  kind  ever  made  in 
India.  Sufficient  funds  have  been  raised  in  India  to  meet  the  wants 
of  the  famine-stricken  districts  up  to  the  end  of  July.  The  famine  in 
the  North-West  shows  no  sign  of  abatement.

GERMANY. 

FBAWKyoET-OK-THB-MAiN,  May  31. — To-day  the  Military  Con- 
yention  ’^eed  uiwn  at  Wurzburg  by  all  the  second  class  and  smaller 
German  mate^  with  the  exception  of  Baden,  was  communicated  to 
the  Federal  Diet.

The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mr  Baxter,  who  said  that  we  bad 
not  pursued  a  system  of  perfect  neutrality.  Lord  J.  Rcssell,  ob- 
seryiog  that  it  would  have  been  better  to  wait  till  further  papers 
were  Mfore  the  house,  said  the  question  was  not  what  had  occurred 
three  years  ago,  but  the  actual  state  of  affairs,  which  was  totally 
different  Sir  J.  Hope  had  ascended  the  Yang-tze-kiang,  and  at 
Nankin  the  British  commanders  had  entered  into  arrangements  with 
the  Taeping  authorities,  and  had  engaged  to  obserye  neutrality  in  the 
contest  between  them  and  the  Imperialist!'.  The  official  despatches 
lately  receiyed  contained  more  correct  and  trustworthy  narratives  of 
facts  than  priyate  letters,  and  they  showed  that  we  were  pursuing  our 
proper  business  in  China, — to  promote  our  trade  and  to  maintain  a 
neutral  attitude  and  a  inendly  intercourse  with  both  the  parties. 
After  some  discussion  had  ensuM  the  motion  wot  withdrawn. 

Sir  J.  Paxinoton  called  attention  to  the  comparative  progreu  of 
England  and  France  m  the  conttrvetion  of  armour- covered  thipe.  He 
laid  before  the  house  information  which  he  had  receiyed  from 
Admiral  Elliot,  the  result  of  his  own  recent  personal  obseryation, 
aa  to  the  number  of  French  armour-ooyered  ships  afloat  or  in 
yarious  states  of  preparation.  He  read  a  list  of  some  of  these 
Teasels,  and  described  their  great  size,  strength,  and  armament,  ^e 
aggregate  number  of  these  powerful  armour-covered  vessels  being 
twenty-four,  exclusive  of  the  old  batteries.  He  was  not  aware, 
he  said,  that  we  had  more  than  six  of  these  vessels  Admiral  Elliot 
had  likewise  assured  him  that  in  every  one  of  the  French  yards  be  had 
visited  the  utmost  efforts  were  making  to  press  these  preparations  for¬ 
ward.  Whatever  might  be  the  motives  of  France,  let  us,  he  said, 
look  at  the  practical  results — that  we  were  rapidly  becoming  the  se^nd 
maritime  power  of  Europe.  Mr  Limdsat  thought  that  Sir  J .  Paking- 
ton  would  have  done  better  by  communicating  his  information  privately 
to  the  Government.  The  statement  he  had  made  was  likely  to  do  great 
injury.  He  (Mr  Lindsay)  had  taken  the  greatest  pains  to  obtain  the 
most  correct  accounts  of  the  state  of  the  French  navy,  having  bad 
personal  communication  upon  the  subject  with  the  Minister^  of  Marine 
at  Paris,  and  they  were  at  variance  with  the  information  given  to  Sir 
J,  Pakington.  Mr  Lindsay's  comparison  of  the  iron-cased  fleets  of  the 
two  countries  made  it  appear  that  we  were  before  the  French.  Sir 
J.  ELTHiKSTOirE  believed  that  the  Government  could,  from  their  own 
information,  oonflrm  the  report  of  Admiral  Elliot,  and  thought  it 
behoved  them  to  investigate  the  subject  of  iron  ships  without  delay. 
Lord  C.  Paobt  said  it  was  true  that  the  French  were  making  great 
progreu  in  the  building  of  iron-cased  ships,  and  that  within  the  last 
two  months  they  had  laid  down  several  new  ones.  But  they  were 
not  making  any  undue  exertions,  though  coostantly  employed  upon 
this  new  clau  of  vessels.  The  French  vessels,  however,  were  not  of 
the  came  size  or  power  m  ours.  Although  he  tbo^ht  it  better  not 
to  enter  much  into  details  upon  this  subject,  he  might  say  that  the 
Government  had  determined  to  build  flve  iron-cased  ships  of  a  very 
powerful  clau. 

Mr  CoKiNOHAK  inquired  upon  what  principle  the  appointments  of 
Colonels  of  regiments  were  made,  with  especial  reference  to  the  case 
of  General  Eden.  Mr  T.  G.  Baring  explained  the  manner  in  which 


officers  were  selected  for  thoee  apnointments,  and  justified  the  one 
referred  to.  The  house  then  resolved  itself  into  a  Committee  of 
Supply  upon  the  Army  Estimates,  when  certain  votu  were  taken, 
after  much  diacusston.
